from Knight to weaken his strength in the 
State, Col, Knight says that Bardon is one 
of his best friends, therefore he doesn’t be- 
lieve that anybody could induce him to come 
out in an underhanded way at a time like this 
with a knife up his sleeve and stab him in the 
back. 


Every day brings forth new estimates of the 
relative strength of the three leading aspir- 


ants, but no two of them comes anywhere 


near agreeing. The latest and probably most 
conservative estimate yet made has been tig- 
ured out by Col. Oscar Brandenburg of the 
Madison Democrat, His figures give Knight 
23 pledged votes, Mitchell 23, and Bragg 21.

CARTER E. V8: HESING.. 


BATTLE FOR THE MAYORALTY NOM- 
INATION WAXES WARM. 


The Democratic Editor's Chances Are Not 
as Rosy as a Few Weeks Ago and Op- 
position to Him Is Developing on All 
Sides—Altgeld Likes Hesing, but in 
Reality He Would Prefer to See 3 Third 
Man Champion Democracy’s Cause 
Schemes and Schemers. 

Three weeks ago it looked as if Carter H. 
Harrison would have a walk-over for the 
Demoeratie nomination for Mayor of Chica- 
go. He was so sure of this himself that he 
practically announced in his paper that he 
would abide by the action of the convention. 
There is reason to believe that he now regrets 
having made that announcement. He canno’ 
at this time count with certainty on the ndmi- 
nation, and he wauts to be a candidate, come 
what may. His ambitious young party oppo- 
nent was absent from the city when the qut- 
look seemed se favorable for Carter, The 
Carter Harrison organizations were being es- 
tablished at the time, They made a good deal 
of noise, The Democratic Aldermen whose 
terms are about to expire thought that they 
signified much that Harrison was going to 
win. They got into the band-wagon and 
shouted for Harrison, The City Hall con- 
tractors algo signified their intention to east 
their lot with Harrison, The floaters were 
drifting with the tide, But now all this seems 
to be changed. 

Washington Hesing, as soon as he got back 
to Chieago, began to move around among 
his friends, esvecially among the young Ger. 
mans of the clubs and of the societies, They 
promptly declared for him and set to work in 
his behalf, Louis Nettelhorst, who ran on 
the Independent ticket with Carter Harrison 
two years ago for City Treasurer, de- 
clared for Hesmg, Leo Austrian, 
who w a potent influence in Lake 
View _ politi also declared for him, 
KN. who was one of 
principal supporters of Harrison against Cre- 
gicr, declared his preference for Hesing.

He does 
fot want any man in the Mayor’s chair in 
Chicago who would be likely to iaterfere with 
his plans or with his prospects. knows 
that Carter H. Harrison is as ambitious as 
himself, He knows that Mr. Harrison has 
never abandoned the ambition to become 
United States Senator from IIlinois—an 
ambition which was stroigly manifested 
in 1885, when the famous Chicago nineteen 
supported his pretensions at Springfield, A 
year from next November thirteen Senators 
and forty-eight . of the House will be 
elected from the Cook County districts, It is 

robable that ten of those Senators will be 
emocrats, and at least half the House mem- 
bers from Coo 2 will be of the same 
litical persuasioA®&. Should Mr, Harrison 
be elected Mayor /next April he could not be 
jctating the uomination and 
selection vf all, Or nearly all, the Democratic 
candidates fo, legislative honors in 1894. 
Controlting at he would the police force and 
the municipal patronage, he would have his 
own way in the Democratic Senatorial con- 
ventions, as he had in 1884, when he ran for 
Governor, and at the same time aspired to the 
Senatorship. ow Mr. Altgeld is mindful of 
all those facts, and if he can help it he will 
see to it that Mr. Harrison does not stand in 
his way. 
Altgeld Hasn’t Committed Himself. 

Mr, Altgeld has considerable patronage. just 

ow. It will not be used forthe benefit of 
Mr. Harrison. It will be used for the benefit 
of the candidate most likely to defeat Harri- 
son in the convention, Mr, Altgeld likes Mr. 
Hesing and would do much to repay him part 
of the political debt that he owes him. But 
Mr. Altgeld will not take up Mr. Hesing if 
there is not an even chance that he may de- 
feat the ex-Mayor in the convention, It is un- 
derstood that the Governor-elect has so in- 
formed Mr. Hesing. He has not yet quite 
made up his mind what he will do. is 
awaiting the development of events. 

If Mr. Hesing should not come up to Mr. 
Altgeld’s expectations as a candidate he would 
not object to Judge McConnell, his Lake 
View neighbor and a former brotner of the 
bench, nor would he object to Lambert Tree. 
It might be a convenient way to get 
a possible formidable opponeut out of the 
way for Mr. Altgeld to segure the nomination 
vf Lambert Tree. With Mr. Hesing out of 
the way there is no doubt that Altgeld would 
prefer Tree as the most desirable candidate 
for Mayor. Mr. Tree has considerable 
strength of hisown. He is the first choice of 
the silk-stocking Democrats of the Iroquois 
club and of the boulevards, He is also popu- 
lar with the ‘‘short-hairs.” He is a wealthy 
man and would dispense the hospitalities of 
Chicago during the World’s Fair 12 ra- 
ciously and courteously. He would, so is 
claimed, be the most acceptable Denfocrat in 
Chicago, perhaps, to the World's Fair enthu- 
siasts. Mr. Altgeld appreciates all those facta, 
and if his friend Mr, Hesing cannot win the

AROHBISHOP IRELAND'S OHARGES 
AGAINST ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN. 


The St. Paul Prelate Says His New York 
Brother Conspired to Undo the Effect of 
the Pope’s Decisions in America—The 
Charges Forwarded to Rome—To Trans- 
plant the Faribault System to Baltimore 
Archbishop Ryan Speaks of Mgr. Sa- 

-tolli’s Mission and Its Effect, 

Nuw Tonk, Jan. 7—[Special.]—A dispatch 
from Chicago says: Formal charges of the 
gravest character have been preferred against 
the Most Rev. Michael Augustine Corrigan, 
the Roman Catholic Archbisbop of New 
York, by a brother prelate. His grace of 
New York is accused by the Most Rev. John 
Ireland, Archbishop of St. Paul, of having en-> 
gaged in an unlawful conspiracy to weaken or 
undo the effect of the Pope’s decisions in 
respect of church matters in America, 
and of having had recourse to methods 
unbecoming a Bishop, designed to discredit 
and disgrace Archbishop Ireland and Mgr. 
Satolli, the Papal delegate to America. 

These charges, duly formulated, are now 
on their way to Rome, where they will be pre- 
sented to the highest tribunal in the Roman 
Catholic Church. That tribunal has power 
to pass upon the accusations and to fix the 
punishment of the accused if they be sus- 
tained. The whole world will eagerly 
await the decision, for both prelates, 
the accuser, ana the accused have 
long filled the most conspicuous positions in 
the American hierarchy. Their differences 
of opinion have been matters of 3 rumor 
for years. Each has very generally been con- 
sidered as an object of the Pope’s favorable 
regard in respect of the new American Car- 
dinelate, which, it is said, will be conferred at 
the 9 5 jubilee. 

It Archbishop Corrigan be found guilty as 
charged his fate as well as the future of the 
great Province of New York, over which he 
has so long presided, will become the object 
of eager surmise. Should the charges fail 

consequences can scarcely be less serious 
to Archbishop Ireland. 

** Father Lavelle is accused of being a party 
to the conspiracy to a Mgr. Satolli 
and Ireland and obstruct the Pope’s purposes. 
Archbishop Corrigan is specifically ac. 
cused of seeking to have published in 
the West an attack on Archbishop Ireland’s 
memorial and Father Lavelle is said to have 
written letters calling on Catholics to join in 
a crusade ‘To warn Pope and force him 
to recall Mar. Satolli.’ 

The differences between Archbishop Ire- 
land and Archbishop Corrigan are of long 
standing. They date back to the time when 
8 of St. Paul took active part with 
Cardinal Gibbons in antagonizing Archbishop 
Corrigan's representatives to the Vatican on 
the question of excommunicating the Knights 
of Labor. This was about five years ago, and 
since that time Archbishop Corrigan has 
scarcely made a pretense of perfect 
accord with either Cardinal Gibbons or Arch- 
bishop Ireland. Nor have these prelates taken 
pains to unreserved friendship for his 
Grace 6f N York. Latterly, the differ-

IRELAND’S PLAN IN BALTIMORE, 


Proposition That the School System of 
Faribault Be Tried There. 

BAL ron, Md., Jan. 7.—|Special.|—A 
circular em bodymg the views of Archbishop 
Ireland on the school question has been quiet- 
ly circulated the last week among the priests 
of Baltimore, Catholic members of the City 
Council, and officials of the municipal govern- 
ment which are either members of the church 
or known to be friendly to it. The circular 
suggests the following legislation : 

1. If the city and State would affiliate our 
schools to the public schools, placing the secular 
education under the superintendent of the same. 

2. By renting our schools at a nominal price, 


which would exempt the State from a consider- 
able expense, some hundred of thousands of dol- 


rs. 

3. That our teachers be Catholic. 

4. That we grant to the Commissioners of the 
Public Schools the right to examine our teachers, 
also the right to examine the pupils to know if 
their progress in secular education be satisfac- 
to 


5. That we would claim all the rights and priv- 
ileges of the public schools for the support of our 
schools. These are all conditions the State re- 
quires and hence we demand all the rights and 
privileges of the public schools. It would add 
immensely to their usefulness. 

Some twelve or fifteen priests of this ctty 
have expressed themselves as favorable to tne 
submission of such a proposition to the City 
Council providing: Cardinal Gibbons indorses 
it. The Cardinal has as yet said nothing in 
regard to it, but will favor it if it can be car- 
ried through. He has considerable influence 
with State aud municipal authorities. 
The Catholic brotherhoods and sisterhoods 
control the many parochial schools and acad- 
emies of this city. They realize that no com- 

romise can be made with the State that will 
ead to their acceptance as teachers, and they 
bitterly oppose the plan. A Sister Superior, 
the head of a large school, said: 

„What appéars to be the most obuoxious of 
the troubles im by the adoption of the 
plan would be the sacritice of the school prop- 
erties that we have labored years to Duild. If the 
Faribault system is introduced it will remove 
me, an old woman, from a field in which I have 
done some good and in which I have as much 
right to remain as Archbishop Ireland has in 
his. If the plan is adopted we will have to go 
back into our convents and be of no further 
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A leading member of one of the Catholic 
brotherhoods of teachers expressed his posi- 
tion. The plan cannot be adopted, said he. 
„% American Catholics will not be routed in 
such matters even if by the church. We Cath- 
olics would resent bitterly even the shadow 
of suggestion to have Lutheran or Methodist 
or any other denomination in our public 
schools. The Protestants for thesame reason 
object to the principle of the plan. Then, 
too, the majority of American Catholic lay- 
men are opposed to it. I do not want to 
appear to oppose my ecclesiastical superior in 
this matter. but this is not a question of faith or 
doctrine. The brotherhoods are opposed to 
Archbishop Ireland’s plan.“

DESIRE TO ASSIST SATOLLI. 


Archbishop Ryan Expresses Himself on 
the Mission of the Papal Ablegate. 
New York, Jan. 7.—Archbishup Ryan of 
Philadelphia, speaking of the Archbishops’ 
conference and the feeling toward Archbishop 
Satolli, said today: It is true that among 
the Archbishops there is no longer any feeling 
in the matter other than a desire to assist 
Mgr. Satolli. When the latter came here it 
was well known that he could not 
handle such matters as Dr. McGlynn’s 
famous suspension, Cahenslyism, and the 
public school question without stepping on the 
toes of the American Archbishops, and the 
knowledge of his delicate positio was what 
first started the controversy in the outside 
world. In the inside the Archbishops only 
waited to see how much authority the Pope’s 
representative brought with him, and when 
they learned that his powers were limitless 
they were amazed and aroused. There 
were conferences, at some of which Mgr. 
Satolli was present, and later the ablegate 
made long journeys in order to see the high 
church officials of the country. 10 sach he

Neither was he to ex- 
p favorable or unfavorable opinions in 
pu of Archbishop Ireland’s school views 
until the whole school question was settled.

Satolli was decei¥ed 
in the pre positions. e did not understand 
the feeling m this country and he was hood- 
winked and misled from the beginning oY 
those who thought they would profit by suc 
a course.“ 

It is said that no one is more surprised at the 
extraordinary interest taken in the mission of 
Mgr. Satolli by the general public than Mgr. 
Satolli himself. The papal ablegate is some- 
what amazed at the way the Americans do 
things anyhow, and for that matter so are all 
the authorities at Rome.

DOCTORS REPLY TO THE GRAND JURY. 


Medical Staffs of the County Hospital Make 
Statements for the Public. 

Representatives of the combined medical 
staffs at Cook County Hospital assembled at 
the Sherman House last night for the purpose 
of making reply to the findings of the grand 
jury and the charges made by Warden Deal 
against the management. Every doctor pres- 
ent quit the rvom fully satisfied that the pub- 
lhe had been given a complete answer to the 
finding of the grand jury. A series of reso- 
ations were drawn up in which the investiga- 
tion was described as incomplete and unjust, 
inasmuch as neither the internes nor the 
nurses were examined. The conclusions ar- 
rived at by the jury were declared to be so 
much at variance with the facts that it was 
considered necessary that the public should 
be informed of the exact status of the medi- 
cal management of the institution. 

The medical staff.“ the resolutions went 
on, is composed of thirty-five physicians 
and surgeons representing the various schools, 
all of whom are representative men in their 
special departments, some of them beiug men 
vf national and even international reputa- 
tions. The visits of the attending physi- 
clans are governed by the exigencies 
of the case and definite rules formulated 
by the medical corps and approved by the 
Board of Coanty Physicians. The internes are 
not allowed to operate upon major cases ex- 
cept under the instructions or supervision 
of the attending surgeons. The internes are 
fifteen doctors selected by yearly competitive 
examinations from the 450 graduates of the 
different medical schools in this city. They 
must serve as assistants in the hospital for 
one year before they are placed in charge of 
any department or are allowed to pertorm 
operations even under the supervision of the 
attending surgeons. If an undeserving patient 
gains admission to the hospital it is the result 
of the Warden’s loose management.“

RICH STRIKE OF GOLD IN GRAND CANON. 


The Quartz Said to Be the Best Ever 
Found in This Country.

OROSSED ELECTRIO WIRES SET FIRE 
TO L WOOLF’S STORE. 


The Blaze Starts in the Show-Window and 
Makes Its Way Back, Destroying $30,000 
Worth of Goods—The Building Injured 
tothe Extent of $5,000—Both the Struct- 
ure and the Stock Insured—Excitement 
Among the Tenants—Where the Risks 
Are Placed. 


Two crossed electric light wires in the win- 
dow of I. Woolf’s clothing store, Halsted and 
Madison streets, started a fire yesterday after- 
noon which in less than twenty mmutes com- 
pletely wrecked the front part. of the store 
and caused a loss of about $35,000. The 
Fire Department for a time had the 
most anxious work it has had for weeks. 
Furnishing goods, hats, and clothing were 
burned up or ruined by smoke and water, 
plate-glass windows were broken, and interior 
fittings destroyed. Fora while it seemed that 
the entire establishment would go, and a 


was narrowly averted. A blaze broke out in 
the vicinity of the crossed wires 
about 3 o'clock. The window was 
filled with show goods, all of which 
were of a light and combustible 
character, and the fire spread with - great ra- 
pidity among them. Three or four employés 
of the store made an attempt to quench the 
flames, while others turned in an alarm. 

first engine arrived in a couple of minutes, 
but by that time the window was all ablaze. 
Mars Campion was on the scene immedi- 
ately. He thought the fire could be held 
with a chemical engine and sent men 
in with a hose from one. The instant 
they threw down the doors in the wooden wail 
at the back of the window the flarnes rushed 
out furiously, destroying the partition and 
smashing in the plate-glass windows in front. 


Fire Was Forced Back. 


This wide space acted as a funnel and the 
fire worked back into the store, which is sev- 
eral hundred feet deep. It destroyed the piles 
of shirts, collar-boxes, neckties, and hand ber 
chiefs near the door, and leaping from the 
counters on which these weredisplayed caught 
up heaps of overcoats and suits of clothing on 
the tables mapas, Sey reaching the t 
department near center of the store. 

Campien, immediately after the firemen 
were driven out of the window, turned in a 
2—11 Ten steamers, numerous 
carts, two or three and 
ladder companies, and a water tower 
responded. An immense crowd blocked 
the streets. The throng found something to 
shout about when the tenants in the upper 
2 of the building began to escape. In ad- 

ition to the ground and basement floors, 
Woolf's establishment occupies upper floors 
in a building to the upper stories 
of the building at the corner are divided 
into offices, except the fourth floor, which 
contains Masonic and Odd-Fellows’ halls. A 
narrow stairway furnishes exit to Madison 
street. An elevator runs on the Halsted 
street front, where there is another staircase.

The dense smoke from the burning store 
poured into the narrow staircase on Madison 
street and filled the hall so thickly that people 
were almost unable to find it. Dr. Gray, 
whose office is next to the stairway, had this 
experience. A shout went upto take the ele- 
vatcr and a rush was made in this direction. 
There were forty or fifty people in the 
upper stories and man of them 
were young women emplo in the offices. 
They did not stop for their hats or wraps, but 
attempted to push their way to the elevator, 
which would hold not over a dozen. 
who were left behind by the first trip screamed 
and begged to be taken aboard. depart- 
ment checked the fire at the hat department. 
and thirty minutes after the alarm was turned 
in the out signal was struck. 

I. Woolf, the head of the establishment, is 
on his way to Europe. S. Woolf, who is in 
charge of the business, said he could not esti- 
mate the damage to the stock. The damage 
was largest from smoke and water. The store 
was nearly flooded by the firemen. Except 
for a broken pane or two of glass no damage 
was done on the upper floors. 

The building is owned by J. W. Parker. 
Marshal Campion thought the loss on the 
building would be covered by $5,000 and that 
$30,000 would represent the damage to the 
stock. 

A small fire attended with nominal loss oc- 
curred in an upper story of the building Dec. 
27. The Fire Department reports show that 
the contents of the building were valued at 
$289,410, and the building itself at $111,000, 


Extent of the Insurance,

contents aggregated $233,500. That on the 
building is $60,500; on the rents, $25,000; on 
the stock, „500, on the fixtures, 
$15,500.

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EVANSTON PEOPLE WILL FIGHT THE 
BRADE WAGON SCHEME. 


City-Attorney Grover Doesn’t Agree with 
Judge Dunne and He Will Endeavor to 
Have a Higher Tribunal Reverse His 
Decision—Dr. Dyche, John B. Kirk, 
Mayor Mann, Dr. Delano, and Others 
Denounce the Pian for Introducing Liq- 
nor Into the Prohibition Suburb, 

Judge Dunne’s action in instructing a jury 
to return a verdict of not guilty in the case 
of August Brade, charged with delivering beer 
in Evanston, has stirred that suburb as it has 
not been stirred up before in years. The de- 
cision of the court that tne Village Board had 
exceeded its righte in passmg an ordinance 
prohibiting such delivery is considered 

by the suburbanites’ as striking a 

blow at Evanston’s most sacred laws and 

precedents. The matter is viewed by Evans- 
ton’s best citizens in a serious light. The 
question is considered of vital importance to 


. all residents of suburban towns who are en- 


dea voring to maintain local prohibition. 

Evanstonians expressed themselves yester- 
day as determined to maintain a rigid front 
against any opening wedge for the introduc- 
tion of liquor in auy form, The Brade case 
will de carried up, if necessary, to the Su- 
preme Court. Brade's plan for delivering 
beer in Evanston s looked upon as an inno- 
cent-appearing scheme for. evading the law. 
To have one of the most promis- 
ing fields of local option invaded 
by a “ wolf in sheep’s clothmg,” as the Ev- 
anstonians put it, has exasperated many of 
the citizens. 

Cletgymen who have not been known to be 
angry in a score of years were considerably 
riled up when they heard of the Judge’s de- 
cision. The ideaof a beer wagon driving 
about the streets in the home town of Frances 
Willard and the seat of the Northwestern 
University is looked upon in a way with about 
as much indignation as the appearance of 
Satan himself attempting to preach in the 
First Methodist Church would excite. . 

The ruling of Judge Donne in setting aside 
the verdict of Evanston’s local Justice court 
was a surprise. If there are those in Evans- 
ton who love good liquor and keep it in their 
houses none of them can be found who favor 
a miscelfaneous sale of beer or other liquors 
in a wagon from house to house. 

Numerous citizens, representing various 
shades of opinion, were seen by a reporter for 
Tun Tripuxe yesterday. Without an excep- 
tion they were all found to be opposed to the 
delivery of beer within the city limits. 


Believes the Decision Wrong. 


“The Brade case is simply an old th un- 
der a new guise,” said City Attorney Frank 
Grover. “ Brade had an ingenioas plan for 
supplying a few thirsty Evanstonians with 
beer. Ju Dunne acquitted Brade on the 
ground that t.e contract for the beer was 
made in Chicago. With all due respect for 
the court I believe that the decision is wrong 
and will be reversed by the Appellate Court. 
Brade’s plan was this: He went to various 
poses in Evanston and said: ‘Do you want 

eer? If you do just sign your name to this 
postal card and I will bring you the beer,’ 
On the postal card was an order for the liquor. 
It dia not matter whether Bradée himself or 
some one else mailed the card so long as it 
reached him in Chicago eventually. On the 
face of it it looked as if the Evanston man 
had sent an order to Brade in Chicago to send 
the beer, whereas it was simply a plan to 
evade the law and practically sell beer 
in Evanston. Judge Dunne passed 
on it as an inaividual case 
but it is simply one of many kinda, and 
Evanston people are bound not to allow such 
things. I will carry the case up to the ex- 
treme limit. It is not exactly a test case. I 
do not fear that the ordinance under which 
the case against Brade was brought will be in- 
validated. Many convictions have been se- 

under it. Some time ago eleven 

cases were appealed from our 
Justice court, but the appel- 

lants dismissed the appeals and settled. 
we will keep on arresti and prosecuting all 
those who attempt to sell beer in town by any 
22 whatsoever. The minimum fine is 

100.’ 

Dr. Dyche, who is known in Evanston ar 
the wateh-dog of local option, was vehement 
in his utterance on the case. Said he: 

“It does not matter a straw what 
Judge Dunne has eci @ are 
determined to keep — out any- 
how. Liquor men 0 all classes 
and conditions can set their hearts and their 
wagons at rest on that score. We have fought 
the thing for years, and we don’t mean to give 
it up now. No wagon, cart, Carriage, or 
wheelbarrow with any form or complexion of 
beer, wine, spirituous or malt liquors of any 
name in bottles, kegs, barrels, or cases under 
any guise will be allowed to come into 
Evanston. We ehall fight it to the end. 
If we haven't laws enough we shall 
make more, We stand on oyr charter 
rights and village ordinances, to say 
nothing of recedents existing 
time out of mind, and this Brade case will be 
earried to the higher courts. If need be it 
will be contested till the crack of doom. Ev- 
anston people to a man are against liquor and 
no one will be allowed to come in and tempt 
any mortal man among us. Our ordinances 
are all right, any Judge in Chicago to the eon- 
trary notwithstanding. We have made our 
own laws and will continue to do so We 
do not intend to de bluffed, buil- 
dozed, or hoodwinked by any beer 
sharks. They ate indefatigable in their 
éfforts to force the stuff on us, but we have 
* plenty of money and there is no end of 

ght in us where our rights are concerned,” 
Wants No Beer Vendors. 

Dr. Quiulan, proprietor of the Avenue 

ouse, said: 

*“‘I was much surprised at Judge Dunne’s 
decision. It was so utterly different from 
anything in the past. It is decidedly at 
variance with the sentiment of Evanston. 
Personally I should de sorry 
sce the day when our fair 
could be invaded by beer 
We have always had a quiet city. 
are not all Prohibitionists by any means we 
donot want liquor. here. sincerely hope 
Judge Dunne’s position will not be sustained. 
It would be one of the worst things that ever 
happened to Evanston if beer were allowed to 
be Brought into this university town in a mis- 
cellaneous way. 

John B. Kirk is not a Prohibitionist, nor 
has he any finical ideas about the evils of ram, 
but his ideas on the introduction of beer into 
Evanston are pronounced. He is a trustee 
of Northwestern University. 

have always understood, said Mr. Kirk, 
“that the charter granted to the university 
prohibited the sale of liquor within four miles 
of the institution. I am nota lawyer and I 
may be wrong. As | understand it the village 
ordinances are founded on that charter. We 
have a decided sentiment out here against the 
use of liquors. Beer drinking may be all 
right in some places but not in Evaneton. 
Some of our people go so far as to say that 
hiqaor should not be allowed in Evanston 
even for sickness. I do not go so far as that.

„However, said the Mayor, “I do not 
want to see beer sold from a wagon 
or in any promiscuous style. The City At- 
torney has been imstructed to prosecute 
allwho bring liquor in for such purposes. 
Some time ago a man named Leyden at- 
tempted to evade the law and deliver beer at 
houses. A how! was raised and he was stopped. 
Peripatetic beer wagons and saloons on wheels 
will never be allowed under any disguise. I 
am not a prohibitionist, but know that 
people can get drunk on beer even when osten- 
sibly contracted for in Chicago, and I shail 
not have people reeling around our streets as 
they have done on account of these beer 
wagons. I would take any measures to thwart 
any such decision of the court.” 

A. C. Buell basn’t the reputation of bemg a 
prohibitionist, but he said he was opposed to 
the beer cart.

PAINTER INSTANTLY KILLED. 


He Meets Death While at Work at the Ex- 
position—Accidents. 

Through the ‘alleged carelessness of John 
Smith, a painter at the World’s Fair grounds, 
one man met death and another was éeriously, 
if not fatally, injured yesterday. 

At 8 o’clock Peter Bell and W. J. Lehigh 
were on a scaffold forty feet from the ground 
engaged in painting the ceiling of the Manu- 
factures Building. When Smith, not knowing 
any One’ was on the scaffold, untied the ropes 
the men fell to the ground. Bell was iustarit- 
ly killed. He was 28 years old and lived with 
his wife at No. 6342 Justin street. His body 
was taken to Rolston’s morgue. : 

Lehigh at tirst was thought to be dead, but 
upon . taken to the Fair Grounds Hospi- 
tal signs of life were visible and he was taken 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, where it is thought he 
will recover. He is 30 years old and lives at 
at No. 4604 Wentworth avenue. 

Smith was arrested to await the decision of 
the Coroner’s jury. 

An unknown man was run over and killed 
by a Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul train yes- 
terday afternoon about fifty feet north of the 
Madison street viaduct.

It is supposed the man 
had been trying to get on a train while it was 
in motion.

Thomas Wild and George Thill, 
No. 465 Milwaukee avenue, werein his pocket.

WAS PUSHED OR FELL FROM A TRAIN. 


Vietor Ratto at Mercy Hospital Suffering 
from Severe Injuries. 

Victor Ratto, an intelligent Italian, is at the 
Mercy Hospital, suffering from injuries re- 
ceived by falling or being thrown from a 
through Baltimore and Ohio passenger train at 
Brainerd, a town south of South Englewood. 
The real extent of Ratto’s injuries are not 
known, but they are believed to be serious. 
He was on his way to his native land 
from Jacksonville, Ore., and, in bis 
journey to Chicago, fell in company 
with two Italians going to New York, Dur- 
ing the long ride the talk had turned on the 
New Orl trouble. Ratto upheld the ac- 
tion of murdered Chief of Police Hennessey 
and the people of New Orleans in killing the 
Italians. As a result of hig denunciahon 
Ratto claims the two men made a vicious as- 
sault upon him in the cars Thursday and 
again Friday. He managed to escape serious 
injuries and to elude his assailants when they 
reached Chicago. 

When he entered his train at the Baltimore 
and Ohio Depot yesterday he again met the 
two men, but no words between them 
until the train was about opposite Englewoud, 
when he declares that they again assaulted 
and this time robbea him. Katto, after the 
alleged assault, wandered in a dazed condition 
to the platform, where he either fell or was 
pushed from the rapidly moving train. The 
train passed Brainerd at half-past 3 o’clock 
and about 4 o’clock Ratto was found uncon- 
scious by the tracks by the station agent and 
another man. He was taken to the station 
agent’s house and the Englewood police sta- 
tion were notified. The patrol wagon was 
sent out and the injured man was taken to the 
Mercy Hospital. Ratto is about 34 years of 
age and told his rescuers the story as related.

Plans of the Association. 


Compared with these regal preparations for 
the care and entertamment of visitors, the 
plans of the new yachting association seem 
paltry and quite out of keeping with the dig- 
nity of yacht yet the members of 
its cominittee have done a vast amount 
of hard work with small returns thus far for 
the attainment.of their sim plans. What 
they seek is to have the south end of the har- 
bor of refuge or basin off the Front, be- 

inning a few hundred feet southof Van 

uren street, made a yacht r. Then 
they would have the south gap in the break- 
water closed up, compelling steamers to use 
the opening directly east of Van Buren street. 
With that obta the yacht harbor would 
easily give ancho toa hundred or more 
boats ata time, ltered from seas from all 
directions the yachts could lie close together 
were there a vrush in July and August. But 
it is useless foryachtemen to go ahéad far 
with that plan before tinding some way to get 
across the Illinois Central tracks. Ihe via- 
duct which the World’s Fair is now building 
at Van Buren street is exclusively for the use 
of the Henry syndicate. Only ngers for 
the syndicate’s boats will be allowed to cross 
on the structure; The World’s Pair is build- 
ing its own tracks for the switching of Illinois 
Central trains along the water front. Between 
the switching of cars and the regular and Ex- 
position trains of the Illinois Central the pass- 

e to the water-front will closed com- 
pletely next season. In lending its aid to 
the 1 syndicate to drive out the anti- 
monopoly boats, the World's Fair has effectu- 
ally closed the only way yachtsmen might 
have of reaching boats at anchor in the basin. 
Few yachtsmen understand why the World’s 
Fair should have built switching tracks for 
Illinois Central and thus ruin their only down- 
town ing-place. 

Temporary Viaduct Proposed. 

The officers of the association have figured 
out that if a viaduct with stairs were erected 
at Congress street, or even below that, and a 
suitable landmg-place made at che water- 
front they cou get along until such 
ti the City of Chicago fills 
m tne lake to the docs-line, 1,300 
feet out, and has the railroad tracks depressed. 
It seems now the only expedient open to the 
association which has any chance of success. 

„Chicago, with its many miles of magnif- 
icent water frontage,“ Marshall D. Wilber 
said yesterday, Will not have a place where 
ayacht can cast anchor and its people come 
ashore in safety unless the yachting interest 
is given the south end of the basin and some 
way of crossing the railroad tracks. Last 
season I could not ask a friend to take a ride 
on my yacht without fear that he would be 
killed crossing the tracks. Next summer the 
evident purpose isto bottle up the shore 
off the Lake-Front entirely. We don’t care 
one whit for syndicate or anti-monopoly, but 
we are treated worse by the World’s Fair than 
the Illinois Central ever treated us when it 
claimed to own the Lake-Front. Of what 
good to the people is the great Lake-Front 
victory for the city if they are to be shat Jut 
deliberately from the lake. Thousands? of 
men, women, and children have been enabled 
to enjoy arideon the lake every warm day 
for many summers past on account of 
boats landing near Van Buren street. 
Now, for the benefit of some monop- 
oly, they are to be told to stay 
on shore. I get warm when Ithmk of the 
absolute apathy with which we have been met 
when we have tried to get something done for 
the boating iaterest. It is simply — — 
that one of the finest sports in the world can- 
not get a hearing. 

0 4 was in Philadelphia and New Tork last 
week and met many yachtsmen in those cities. 
Every one asked me what we were going to 
do in Chicago in the way of giving visiting 
yachts an anchorage. hat could I say? 
Nothing. At Poughkeepsie O. H. Booth, the 
executor of the Vassar estate, anxiously 
inquired about the feasibility of coming here in 
his fine yacht. He was profoundly disgusted 
when I told him that thus far no move had 
been made by the World’s Fair to give visit- 
ing yachts a harbor. 


But One Place for a Harbor. 


„We have looked over the entire field, and 
do not see any ather place for the boats than 
the south end of the basin. Then with stair- 
ways and a viaduct we could get along de- 
cently well. The viaduct would not be a heavy 
affair, and everything we seek could de 
done in a month next spring. If the Worid’s 
Fair wants protection against any steamers 
competing with the Henry monopoly from our 
landing place, that could be arranged in some 
way, I have no doubt. Last season there were 
a number of regattas, and I suppose there 
would be many more next summer if there 
was a way to get tothe boats.

The Judge gave the opinion that a de- 
tention on a mittimus charging disorderly 
conduct under Sec. 2,222 was illegal. | 
The grounds taken by Judge Dunne in 
support of this decision were that the tran- 
script of the Justice of the Peace and the mit- 
timus show thatthe defendant was found 
guilty of disorderly conduct in violation of 
Sec. 2,222 of tne Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Chicago, and that upon such finding 
he was fined in the sum of $100. This objec- 
tion, I am of the opinion, is well taken. ; Sec. 
2,222 of the Revised Ordinances of. the City of 
Chicago is as follows: 

Any person who shall make, aid, countenance, 
or assist in mak any improper noise, riot. 
disturban breach of peace, or diversion 
tending to the breach of the peace in the streets 
or elsewhere in the city. and all persons who shall 
me — 2 ——.— disturbance 
or tor anceor 
of citizens or travelers shall be severally subject 
to a tine of not less than $1 nor exceeding $100. 

„It will be observed that nowhere in this sec- 
tion do the words ‘disorderly conduct’ ap- 
pear, nor is there any definition in said sec- 
tion of disorderly conduct.’ If the relator 
was found guilty by the Justice of the Peace, 
as the record shows, of “disorderly conduct, 
he cannot be held for a violation of 
Sec. 2222. If the mittimus or tran- 
script had shown simply that the 
defendant was found guilty of violating Sec. 
2,222, it might have been argued that the re- 
lator was properly held in custody, but where 
it shows plai by its face that he was found 
guilty of an offense wholly unknown to and 
uncovered by said section his detention under 
such a mittimus is plainly illegal. 

“For this inconsistency and illegality on the 
face of the mittimus I am of the opinion tha 
the prisoner should be discharged and such is 
the order of this court. Judge Dunne’s de- 
cision applies to all cases where the term 
‘disorderly conduct is used in the order of 
commitment.

CARING FOR DUBLIN UNEMPLOYED. 


Scheme fer the Government to Buy Lands 
in Connaught and Rent Them, 

Dustin, Jan. 7.—Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien 
had a long interview today with John Morley, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. The object of 
the Irish leaders’ visit was to urge upon Mr. 
Morley the purchase of tracts of grazing land 
in Connaught as a solution of the difficult 
question that 1s presenting itself of caring for 
the unemployed in Dublin. They urged that 
these tracts of land should be secured by the 
government, divided into small farms, and 
then rented to tenants at fair rates. They 
claimed that this course would prevent labor- 
era flocking to Dublin, and would result in 
great benetit to the working classes. Mr. Mor- 
ley listened attentively to the details of the 
project and promised that he would give it 
his close consideration, 


HAS NOT PURCHASED THE RAILWAY. 


The Agreement Reached by the United 
States Syndicate and the Company. 

Crry or Mxxico, Jan. 7.— The negotiations 
for the purchase of the system of strvet rail- 
ways in this city bya syndicate of United 
States capitalists have net been completed 
and it is probabie that the proposed deal will 
be broken off. The price offered for the sys- 
tem was $7,000,000, but the owners, itis un- 
derstood, refuse to sell for less than $7,250,000, 
The representatives of the syndicate returned 
to the United States several days ago, and 
nothing definite has beea heard from them as 
to what they propose. doing in the case. If 
the sale is made, it is the intention of the new 
owners to convert the present horse car sys- 
‘tem into electric lines. 


GERMANT’S LOW RATE OF TAXATION, 


It Holds a Favorable Position as Regards 
Pubéie Debt. 

Buntax, Jan. 7.—The Cologne: Gazette, in 
an article supporting the Army bill, publishes 
comparative statistics showmg that Germany 
occupies the lowest position as regards taxa- 
tion and the most favorable position as regards 
public debt of all the countries of Europe. 
It is a mistake, says the Gazette, “to as- 
sume that Germany has reached the limit of 
its tax-bearing capacity. If the Reichstag re- 
fuses the demands of the government Ger- 
many will risk seeing the millions it has ex- 
pended for defenses wasted.” 


Rothschilds to Take Hungarian Rentes. 

Bupa Pests, Jan. 7.—The Ungarieche Post says 
that the government has signed an agreement 
with the Rothschilds by the terms of which the 
latter will take 515,000,000 crowns worth of 4 per 
cént rentes that will be issued to replace the 
present paper and silver certificates of the Hun- 
garian Government. 


Six Killed by a Boiler Explosion. 


Sr. Pererssvec, Jan. 7.—A frightful accident 
is reported from Eischischek, in the Province of 
Wilna. The boiler of the public baths at that 
place exploded and six persons were instantly 
killed and fifteen mortally injured.

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TO THE ABMY BILL. 


No Measure of Recent Years 80 Closely Af- 
fects the Hame Life of the People—- 
Caprivi Said to Give the Government's 
Private Reasons for Wanting the Meas- 
ure Passed—The*{Emperor May Over 
ride the Reichstag—Bismarck Assails 
William—Business Depressed in Berlin. 

Bern, Jan, 7.—When the holiday season 
came to an end public attention, that had 
been somewhat distracted from political. af- 
fairs by the exchange of Christmas and New 
Year amenities, was again turned to the army 
bill, and the measure in all its bearings was 
discussed with more or less freedom in public 
places. 

No measure of recent years affects so close- 
ly the home life of the German peo people, and, 
therefore, it is natural that they should feel 
the deepest interest in the bill now before the 
Reichstag for adoption or rejection. The 
common people have persunal interest in the 
bill, for should the Reichstag reject it and 
Chancellor von Caprivi carry out his threat 
to insist ‘upon full 
years’ service in the army u would mean 
much to the young men who are in the main, 
and in many cases the sole, support of sisters 
and widowed mothers. So it will be seen that 
aside from the defeat or victory of the move- 
ment or any particula® party the people have 
a peculiar interest in the bill, The Reichstag 
will resume its sittings Tuesday. The com- 
mittee of the House to which was referred the 
army bill will meet Wednesday. 

Chancellor von Caprivi has requested the 
President of the committee to ask the mem- 
bers to expedite their deliberations in order 
not to retard the final decision of the Reichs- 
tag, for which, he said, not Germany alone, 
but all Europe waits with anxiety. 

Caprivi Gives the Private Reason. 

According to the belief entertained in offi- 
cial circles the Chancellor has completed a 
statement giving the private reason for the 
government’s demand for an increase in the 
number of the army effective. The reason, 
it is said, is that an increase of the effective is 
indispensable, not only in the present billjbut 
in any army measure that might be pro- 


The Chancellor having nothing more to tell 
the committee ought to report promptly, but 
the members representing the Center or Cler- 
ical party remain in a state of indecision, ex- 
pecting the Chancellor to offer an inducement 
that will suffice to excuse their surrender when 
they are called upon to face their constitu- 
ents. 

The clerical papers vaguely hint that the ne- 
gotiations of the party with the government 
will turn upon the recall of the Jesuits to Ger- 
many as the price of the party’ssuppora None 
of those within the inner political circles be- 
lieves that the Chancellor has committed him- 
self on the question. The utmost length to 
which he has gone is believed to be a promised 
leave to the government’s supporters to take 
an independent course when the Center party 
gets a remote chance of dividing the Reichs- 
tag on the Jesuit question, 

Chancellor Displaying Much Tact. 

In his private dealings with the leaders of 
the several parties the Chancellor is display- 
ing much tact, and his course of action is such 
as to elicit the admiration of even his adver- 
saries. He mixes caresses and menaces. He 
reminds the Conservatives of that party's tra- 
ditional fidelity to the Emperor and the un- 
swerving support it has heretofore given to 
the government’s army schemes. He tells the 
Centrists how, relying upon them as the bul- 
warks of the empire, extended privileges will 
be their reward for ‘supporting the Army bill, 
Over the National Liberals he holds the threat 
of dissolving the Reichstag, which would re- 
sult in the displacement of the greater num- 
ber of that party’s representatives by Social- 
ists and members of the Freisinnige party. 

Nothing is now heard of the Chancellor's re- 
tirement from office. His position with the 
Emperor is stronger than ever, and his devel- 
opment of personal resources, finesse, and 
audacity staggers his opponents, who are be- 
coming weak under the apprehension that the 
bill will be passed without a single concession 
of importance being made by the government, 

Emperor May Override the Reichstag. 

The opposition papers are trying to raise a 
popular storm over the Emperor’s recent use 
of the phrase “ I will crush (Zerschmettern) 
those who oppose me.“ The Freisinnige 
press assumes that the words meant that the 
Emperor intends to override the vote of the 
Reichstag, should it be hostile to the Army 
bill, by a resort to the application of Article 
59 of the German Constitution, by which 
every able bodied man may be compelled to 
serve in the army, and Article 63, which enables 
the Emperor to fix the strength of the army. 
It is adefect in the Constitution that while it 
grants the Emperor such aright the powers 
of the Reichstag over the military budget are 
not cleariy determined. 

Bismarck Assails the Emperor. 

Bismarck, who, in 1866, went to war first, 
got the Prussian diet to afterwards vote an 
indemnity. Now, through the Hamburg 
Nachrichten, Prince Bismarck assails the Em- 
peror and Chancellor Von Caprivi as intend- 
ing violators of the Constitution. He warns 
the members of the Reichstag to defy the per- 


sonal will of the Emperor, calls upon them 


to vindicate the rights of Parliament, and 
cautions the government against the perils of 
unconstitutional practices which endang 
the unity of the Empire. 

Did Not Use the Language Attributed, 

The abundant partisan fury expended over 
the much-discussed phrase seems to be wasted, 
since the official organs deny chat the Em- 
peror used the language attributed to him by 
the opposition, The official papers suggest that 
if the language was used at all it was directed 
at military personages who are unfriendly to 
the bill. Upon this suggestion appearing, re- 
port at once indicated that Gen. Count von 
Waldersee was the personage referred to, as 
he is known to be an opponent of the meas- 
ure. This report is, however, not borne out 
by the facts. The Emperor gave a costly 
vase to Gen. von Waldersee as a Christmas 
present and the General has visited at the 
court this week. There was no sign that he 
had incurred imperigl displeasure. It is prob- 
able that the Emperor used the language gen- 
erally, if he used it at ail, not designing to at- 
tack the privileges of the Reichstag or any 
particular person.

Large Decrease of Holiday Business. 

The proprietors of the leading stores in Ber- 
lin concur in their statements that the holiday 
season just passed showed an enormous de- 
crease in the business usually done at that 
period of the year. The average reduction of 
receipts, they say, amounted to 60 per cent. 
The annual reports issued by the various 
Chambers of Commerce. in Germany state 
that depression prevsils everywhere in the 
empire. Reports from Frankfort, Chemnitz, 
and Kiel agree that the marked decline in 
trade in 1892 can be attributed to the bad 
harvests of 1891, the cholera epidemic, and 
the growth of competition without a concur- 
rent expansion of unfavorable tariffs. 

Saar Miners’ Strike to Collapse. 

The strike of the Saar miners is expected to 
collapse next week owing to the lack of both 
popular and trade support. The delegates 
sent to Westphalia and the appeals issued to 
the Belgian, French, and Bohemian miners 
met with no response. Thousands of the 
strikers and their families are in a Fd 
condition, cad this fact tends greatly to weak- 
en the backbone of the strike.

The cloak of majesty hangs from Justice’s 
shoulders, and here the artist has struck a 
beautiful chord of colors—red cloak over bur- 
nished steel and shirt of mail twinkling in 
silver lights over the deep green kirtle. The 
flesh tones are warm, and the right hand that 
holds the great, broad, double-edged sword, 
with gilt guard and hilt, is a strong one. The 
use of gold will be noticed in this panel as a 
method of heightening the effect, and will be 
observed in the balance and in the sword. 
Flowers cover the ground on which the figures 
stand, and noticeable among them is the col- 
umbine or wild honeysuckle. 

A Compliment te America. 


The introduction of the flower is designated 
by the artist as a compliment to America or 
Columbia.

In the composition of both of these paint- 
ings Mr. Crane’s instructions were to follow 
the frescoes in the Ricardi Palace at Florence, 
by Gozzoli, beth for depth of treatment and 
use of gold. It is with strict adherence to 
Gothic precedents that he has placed on theso 
paintings labels bearing the name of the four 
characters portrayed. It must not be forgot- 
ten that these paintings are mural, decorative, 
and allegorical, and therefore conventional.

day latdscape. The figures are purposely 
flat and the value of color in nature is not 
heeded. The tree of learni under whose 
stiff branches and sharply defined leaves the 
figures stand is a decorative tree, painted 
on a wall as a background; but even then it 
is a symbol. 


A Token of Pedce. 


It is an olive tree, a branch of which is a 
token of peace; and to carry this idea still 
further, two turtle doves nestle in its boughs. 
The artist has used pure lines and flat masses 
of color, and avoided making masses of light 
and shade in conjunction, which would simply 

roduce the effect of holes in the wall which 

is su to decorate. 

The hall is furnished with 400 fine opera 
chairs of comfortable dimensiuns, upholstered 
in dark leather, arranged in semicircles, in 
aw phitheatrical style. Great pains have been 
taken so to distribute them as to minify the 
obstruction of view by the pillars; and this 
has been done so successfully that there are 
not perhaps a dozen poor seats in the hall and 
certainly not a single uncomfortable one. 

The impression made Willard Hale is 
one of * and quiet elegance. When the 
memorial windows are all in, however, it will 
be almost gor s. Considering the diffi- 
culties under which the decorating artist has 
labored, it must be admitted that he is en- 
titled to credit for what he has produced. It 
the hall had been intended merely as a prayer- 
room it Would be universally criticised as too 
ornate. But that criticism falls to the ground 
in view of the fact that the room isto be the 
scene of numberiess social and demonstrative 
events. 

The question of expense remains. For the 
cost of these decorations, exclusive of the 
memorial windows and of the corridor, is 
$10,000, and when these and other expenses

APPROPRIATION FOR AWARDS. 


St. Clair and Thacher Tell the Committee 
: $600,000 Is Needed, 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special. ]— 

Gen. J. W. St. Clair and John Boyd Thacher 

appeared before the Appropriations subcom- 

mittee of the House today and expiained the 
need of the $600,000 for jurors and awards. 

They would like to have the appropriation in- 

cluded in the Deficiency bill so that it could 

be made available without delay. If the pro- 
vision is made in the Sundry Civil bill it can- 
not be used till after July 1. Members of the 
committee professed surprise that so large an 
amount should be asked. Some of them ap- 
parently did not understand that this appro- 
priation is asked by the National Commission 
and has nothing to do with the local Board of 

Directors. Messrs. St. Clair and Thacher 

told why the money was needed. y made 

an urgent plea for the appropriation. The 
sabcomi mittes will not act for à time yet. 

The Secretary of Warsentto the Senate 
today a communication from whey Doug- 
lass, Adjutant-Generai of Maryland, suggest- 
ing that Congress enact a law to provide for 
an encampment of 100,000 United States and 
State troops to be held at Chicego on the cc- 
casion of the Columbian Exposition. Adju- 
tant-General Douglass says that such a feature 
would add to the attrictivetiets of the Fair 
and show to foreign visitors what this country 
can do to provide against foreign enemies 
and thinks that Congress should aid the enter- 
prise by appropriating $1,000,000 for this pur- 
pose. It would also ve asource of inetruc- 
tion to troops in military tactics. The views 
of Maj..Gen. Schofield are attached to the 
communication in a letter written by him to 
Assistant Secretary Grant of the War De- 
partment. 

Gen. Schofield says that probably 5,000 
regulars could be spared from their duties to 
partici pate in the movement, and in connection 
with the State troops would equal in numbers 
a large army and doubtless constitute the 
most interesting and imposing of all 1 5 
to be made at the Exposition. but he thin 
that the encampment of so large a budy 
would make it difficult to find territory for 
them and involve much expense and require 
provision, drainage, water supply, ete. If 
ground could be seeured, he says, the exer- 
cises of the troops would be confined 
to elementary maneuvers u the parade 
grounds and marches in W. It would 
also be im ible to give subordinate com- 
manding officers and staff officers in the lim- 
ited time suggested the necessary instruction 
to make such maneuvers effective.

“LL” ROAD AT THE FAIR, 


First One of the Kind Ever Bullt- Ready 
by April 1, 

The standards for the elevated electric rail- 
way at the Worid’s Fair grounds are all ia 
place. A force of eighty men are now en- 
gaged in putting up the beams, and by Feb. 1 
the entire round will be ready for track laying. 
Within thirty days the first train will be run- 
ning over a part of the road, in an experiment 
as to equipment and speed. By April 1 the 
railway will be in active operation. 
as it is estimated that Jackson Park will con- 
tain a population of 10,000 people by that 
time engaged in the work of preparation for 
the opening. 

The foundations for the Power-House and 
Office Building are in place, just southwest of 
the Forestry Building. Work on the super- 
structure will begin tomorrow, and in a fort- 
night the offices of — er pom will be moved 
from the Horticultural Buildimg to their per- 
manent quarters. 

The news of the early completion of the ele- 
vated road will be received with much satis- 
faction by the small army of Fair employés 
who have been tramping to their offices 
through a mile or more of snow from the 
nearest railway station. 

The cars for the first train are nearly com- 
pleted at Wilm Del. They are open 
summer cars, with two trucks and eight 
wheels and a carrying capacity of 100 passen- 
gets each. The motor cars will also have

Outside the standards, which are of wood, 
the construction will be practically the same 
as the Alley “ L,” except somewhat lighter. 
The electric wires or trolleys will run along- 
side the tracks, and not above in the usual 
way of thetrolley system. After the Fair is 
over the ironwork will be in shape to be 
erected anywhere, but the wooden standards 
will be practically worthless except for tim- 


ber. 

Being the first elevated electric railway over 
built anywhere there are many problems to be 
solved, and this 1s the reason for bringing the 
first train here from the shop so long before 
actual traffic begins. No one now 
knows how fast the trains will run or 
how many people they will haul. Some 
mechanical questions about the trolley * 
side the tracks are also involved. As an 
cial of the road said yesterday, the company 
had to experiment before it knew how many 
cars to order of how often the trains would 
run. 

„% Wo were unable to see, he said, “ why an 
electric elevated road was not feasible, and 
don’t see it yet. In order to thoroughly test 
our plans the road has been constructed the 
same way and with about the same grades and 
curves as it would be in any city. At the 
Transportation Building we get up pretty 
high. Beginumg so early we will have the 
cold weather test as well as the warm. While 
there is no reason why an electric 
road cannot run as fast as a steam 
road, we do not expect to make over 
twelve miles an hour. We will have a hard 
orowd to handle quickly. Many people will 
not know where they want to go when they 
start out, and will make up their minds to get 
off when the train is ready to start. We an- 
ticipate quite 4 loss of time compared with 
the ordinary elevated road, where ple are 
educated to bemg in a hurry. We hope to be 
able to prove, however, that an electric ele- 
vated railway is the solution of many prob- 
lems of transportation in cities. 

J can give no comparison between the cost 
of electric and steam elevated roads. As to 
noise from passing trains there will not be 
much difference between the two systems. 

The company constructing the novel railway 
is the Westera Dummy railway company, 
and was organized solely to build this one 
road as an experiment. Twenty-five per cent 
of its gross receipts will go to the Exposition. 
The fare charged will be 10 cents, long or 
short haul. ; 


METHODS OF TRANSPORTATION, 


Exhibits of Land Vehicles and Water Craft 
to Be een at the Fair. 

Few departments of the Exposition will con- 
tain more interesting exhibits than that of 
Chief Willard A. Smith, who has gathered 
transportation exhibits exemplifying both 
land and marine machinery. Mr. Smith out- 
lined yesterday the character and extent of 
the exhibits in his building. The ground floor 
at the northern end of the main building and 
annex will be devoted to the wheeled vehicle 
exhibit, and the northern end of the gallery 
will be occupied by the exhibit of the Ameri- 
can bicycle manufacturers. The British and 
French bicycle display will occupy the west 
side of the gallery. . The American marine 
display will be placed in the southern part of 
the ground floor and a part of the gallery. 
This will include a section sixty-three feet in 
length out of the center of a transatlantic 
steamer.

WAIFS’ MISSION AND TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Report for the Last Year—A Oreditable 
Showing Made. 

The report of the Waifs’ Mission and Train- 
ing School for the year just closed makes a 
creditable showing. The building sccupred at 
present is a rented one, affording a temporary 
and inadequate home at best. The mission 
has demonstrated that the children will al 
most support themselves if the opportunity 
is afforded. Given a suitable building as to 
location, equipment, and accommodations, 
the mission will undertake to care for the 
waifs of Chicago without asking for charity. 

The receipts for the last year were $19,393.81 ; 
disbursements, $18,539.58; number of boys 
admitted, 645; placed in employment, 202; 
homes found, 76; sent to other institutions, 9; 
sent to hospital, 87; in home Dec. 81, 58.

Tuesday—Preparations Made for the En- 
teftainment of a Large Number of Del-

The fret annual convention of the 2 
Retail Furniture Dealers’ Association will

Paul it is found that Chicago exceeds them 
all by the sum of 54. 583,897 in the value of 
manufactured products and by $1,490,932 in 
wens paid.

Manufacturets’ Association of this city, who 
is in a position to speak authoritatively, esti- 
mates that the products in furniture and kin- 
dred goods during the year just closed was 
$23,000,000, and that the people employed 
were no fewer than 25.000.

Ripexror, Ont., Jan. 7.—The Hon. D. Mills,

After the war he was steward of the National 
Soldiers’ Home in Dayton, and while in that 
place his efforts to add to his collection were 
rewarded, but at considerable expense. He 
moved to Springfield in 1873 with his wife and 
daughter, and they are his helpmeets in the 
care of his valuable collection and in showing 
the homestead and its contents to the thou- 
sands who go there every year. 

When he moved in the old homestead was 
in a sad condition. The wall about the 
yard was crumbling; the weeds were 
in thick growth; the wooden paling 
was fast hastening to decay; the whole 
property was pitiful in appearance. When 
he took possession he converted the front 
and back parlors and the room above the 
front parlur into a sort of museum of Lincoln 
relics, In addition to the collection he had 
when he moved to Springfield he secured 
in Springfield many articles which the neigh- 
bors had bought from Lincoln when he quit 
the. house for Washington. Some of the 
articles were given him, but most f them he 
bought. The first additions he made after mov- 
ing in were the Charter Oak cook stove made 
by Jewett & Root, the old hair sofa, rocker 
to match, and a few chairs, all of which were 
bought by Lincoln when he first went to 
housekeeping. The stove founders offered 
him a big sum of money for the stove. They 
wanted to put it in a glass case and use it for 
an advertisement in their salesroom, but no 
amount of money ever offered Oldroyd for 
any Lincoin relic which he had tempted him 
to part with it. In this first collection were 
two wooden chairs of the old style, with flowers 


parison between it and any of the many will 
show this. Ihe cut is from a photograph of 
the bust in the Oldroyd collection, taken for 
Tun Trrpune’s ose a few days ago. The 
model was made by C. D. Jones of Cincinnati 
in Springfield in the winter of 1860.61. Jones 
was a character. He had a fondness for late 
hours, revels, and was on intimate relations 
with the dispenser of liquors at the hotel, the 
St. Nicholas, where he stopped at the expense 
of several of Lincoln's friends, who had him 
from Cincinnati to make 
for the bust. Lincoln called 
him my mud man, and the name stuck to 
the sculptur. Jones had a vein of humor in 
his makeup and one of his pastimes was to 
twist the mud of the model into various types 
of nationalities. One day he placed a bat- 
tered silk hat on the head in a son-of-a-gam- 
bolier pose and placed a dudeen in the mouth. 
Another time he made it a Tam O’Shanter 
and then he would dettly change it to a guod- 
natured Dutchman, and so on until he showed 
Lincoln that he could make anything, all of 
which was interesting to Lincoln and amused 
him. Only a few busts were made from the 
model and it is considered one of the best, as 
Lincoln had more time to devote to the artist 
at the time than he ever had afterward. 

One of the busts was broken to pieces on 
account of a curious little incident. A lady 
was visiting the homestead, interested in the 
collection. A friend came in as she was lvok- 
ing at the Jones bust, and turning to bow to 
her friend she accidentally jostled the re. It 
fell over on the old cook stove, which stands 
just back of it, and broke into fragments. 
The present one was bought to take its place.

A * REFORM ” WHICH WOULD WORK 
MISCHIEF. 

It is etated that one of the Cook County Sena- 
tors is prepating a bill toenlarge the jurisdiction 
of Police Court Justices and Justices of the 
Peace by giving them power to try prisoners 
charged with petit larceny and if found guilty 
to sentence them to the County Jail for not 
more than twelve months. The author of 
this project says: 

As the law now provides the Justice must hold 


to be indicted by the grand jury and then tried 


Thousands of such cases occur in Chicago every 
month, and as a consequence the jail is crowded 
with men accused of small stealings waiting for a 
trial. The calendars are full of such minor cases, 
which might better be disposed of by the lower 
courts. The prisoners themselves would be more 
fairly treated if they were able to begin their 
term of imprisonment at once than to be months 
in the County Jail waiting for a trial. The 
county would save at least $100,000 a year, for it is 
expensive to keep the cases solong and 
the prisoners living on the county. 

It is true that there are defects in the pres- 
ent system. Where there is even a shadow of 
evidence that aman has been guilty of petit 
larceny the Justice does not like to take the 
responsibility of discharging him, so. he either 
holds him to the Criminal Court or changes 
thescharge to disorderly conduct and fines 
him. If he does the former the grand jury 
often throws out the case and scolds the 
Justice for hofding the man over without 
‘cause. The other course—changing the nature 
of the charge—is not legal. It is true, also, 
that in many small cases where indictments 
are found the accused sometimes have to re- 
main in jail for quite a ime before they can 
secure a trial. 

These defects are mainly burable. Instead of 
having a grand jury session of two weeks in 
the month let it sit ali the month. If one 
grand jury is not enough have two. Then 
have more Judges on duty in the Criminal! 
Court, and give the State’s-Attorney more as- 
sistants. Itis easy to make such arrange- 


two weeks after indictment, if he wants it, it 
being understood that all the Criminal Courts 
are kept running during the summer months, 
even if some Judges do lose their vacations. 

To give the Chicago Justices of the Peace 
the extended jurisdiction spoken of would be 
neither a saving of money nor of time. The 
Justices cannot be given the power to sentence 
aman to the jail in the informal way in 
which they hold him to the grand jury. Each 
defendant would be entitled to a jury trial. 
He would be entitled to every right guaran- 
teed him when tried in the Criminal Court. 
He would claim his rights. He would demand 
a jury in every case, and the fees of those ju- 
rors would fall on the people, A large per- 
centage of the cases laid before the grand 
jury are thrown out after a brief and inex- 
pensive examination. Under the proposed 
system there would be a costly jury trial 
in every case, If the jurors were of 
as tough material as most Justice court 
juries there would be perpetual disagree- 
meuts and new trials. Wherever there was a 
conviction in one of these petty courts there 
would be an appeal, and the Criminal Court 
would have as much business as it has now, or 
more. 

The person who is preparing this bill should 
reflect that the jurisdiction of Justices of the 
Peace must be uniform throughout the State, 

that if he eularges the jurisdiction of 
Cook County Justices he must enlarge that of 
Bearing that in 
mind, he should ask some of his colleagues 
from the country whether they and their con- 
stituents are in favor of the change. If they 
‘are not it will be useless for him to introduce 
his bill. 

TO THE)MEMORY OF GALILEO. 

Galileo Galilé: was installed as Professor of 
Mathematics in the University of Padua Dec. 
7. 1592. He was then 28 years old, had discov- 
ered the isochronous swing of the pendulum 
and the law of falling of bodies under the ih- 
fluence of attraction, and had invented a 
hydrostatic balance. He had become famous. 
but already had incurred animosity and ridi- 
‘cule from those who questioned his right to 
attack the notions of Aristotle. His services 
at Padua were at first rewarded with the mag- 
nificent salary of 180 florins per annum. Six 
years later his yearly pay was rffised to 320 
florins, and afterwards to 1,000, when he had 
invented the telescope and shown by its aid 
the existence of other worlds than those pre- 
viously known to exist. 

Last December the University of Padua 
held a tercentenary celebration of the ap- 
pointment. This was eminently fitting, for 
the institution was the scene of his greatest 
triumphs, his brightest fame while he lived, 
and not of his subsequent sufferings. During 
the eighteen years of his resident professor- 
ship he was actively as well as honorably em- 
ployed. He constructed several useful ma- 
chines for the State, and composed treatises 
on astronomy, mechanics, architecture, and 
fortification, which he delivered to the stu- 
dents in the form of lectures, and at times the 
desire to listen to him was so widespread that 
he had to speak in the open air because the 
university buildings were not spacious 
enough in audience room. In 1609 
he constructed his first telescope, which 
magnified only three times. Soon there- 
after he made one with @ power of thirty, and 
constructed a compound microscope. These 
accomplishments led to his removal to 
Florence under the patronage of the Grand 


his astronomical theories bemg held contra- 
dietory to the science of those days and the 
teachings of the church. He was compelled 
to abjure the opinions which had been de- 
clared heretical, and is reported to have ut- 
tered at the close of the ceremony the ex- 
elamation. And yet it moves,“ referring to the 
motior of the earth around the sun once each 
year. A quarter of a century later he became 
blind, afterwards deaf, and then died, sup- 
pressed though not extinguished, still less 
proven to have been in the wrong. The sci- 
entific investigation to which he gave a grand 
impulse has been in progress ever since, 
and still it moves onward. 

The City of Paaua joined in the celebration 
of last month, invitations to which were sent 
to learned bodiee all over the world. The 
proceedings included processions, the laying 
of wreaths at the foot of Galileo’s statue, 
illuminations, and public banquets, with a 
commemorative exercise in the university 
hall, the latter being marked by eulogistic 
speeches which were received by the highest 
testimonies of approval. The three days’ pro- 
ceedings were full of evidence that the teach- 
ings of tho great man are now accepted not 
merely by his countrymen but by the wise of 
all lands as the very rout and essence of the 
scientific knowledge of today. They proved 
that Galileo is etiectually canonized by the 
unanimous voice of the learned men of this 
generation—a voice more powerful even than 
that of the church which at one time de- 
nounced his doctrines as heretical.

wonderful difference to the world. It is equal 
to that between black darkness and the light 
of the midday sun. The resulting contrast iu 
the two conditions of humanity is even great- 
er, as itis of vastly more importance than 
that in the case of any individual, however 
meritorious he may have been. It is a grand 
thing to have been of so much service to the 
race as was Galileo Galilei, but the people of 
this generation owe it even more to them- 
selves than to his memory to suitably ac- 
knowledge and honor his greatness. 


SUNDAY PAPERS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

A year ago some citizens of Pittsburg whose 
tender consciences were wounded by the pub- 
lication and sale in that city of a Sunday 
paper began a crusade against it under the 
State law. One of the employés of the paper 
was arrested for sellmg papers on Sunday. 
He was fined in the lower courts and the case 
was carried up to the Supreme Court, which 
has just rendered an opinion to the effect that 
the Sunday law does cover Sunday papers. 

The Pennysivania law is more rigid than 
that of Illmois. The latter says that no labor 
shall be carried on Sunday which disturbs 
peace and good order. The former says that 
there must be no labor Sunday, works of 
necessity and charity excepted. The Supreme 
Court said that no one could pretend that the 
publication and sale of a paper on Sunday was 
a work of charity, and the court could not say 
as a matter of law that it was a necessity. 
Therefore the fine imposed on the publisher 
of the paper was sustained. 

In its opinion the court shows that it recog- 
nizes the fact that there are cases where it is 
morally wrong to attempt to make an old law 
applicable to a state of things which did not 
exist and was undreamed of when the law was 
passed, The law in this instance was passed 
in 1794. At that time, saya the court, the ex- 
istence of Sunday newspapere was not con- 
templated. Since then 

The development of the resources of the Com- 
monwealth has been phenomenal, as well as i*s 
growth in population. This growth has developed 
new events and to some extent has changed the 
habits of the people. Among the changes which 
it has caused isthe Sunday newspaper. Its cir- 
culation has become very extensive and it is read 
by a large portion of our citizens. It has become 
apart of the ordinary life of the people and it 
will require far more stringent legislation than 
the act of 1704 to uproot it. It is not our province 
to approve or condemn Sunday newpapers, but it 
is worse than useless to ignore their existence or 
the favor with which they have been regarded by 
a large portion of the community. 

Carrying out this same general idea the 


court says further: 

The act of 1794 is a wise and beneficial statute, 
and we would regret to see it interfered with. We 
must, however, be allowed to express the fear 
that too literal an interpretation may create an 
antagonism that may lead to its repeal,or at 
least serious modification, There may be such a 
thing as excessive zeal in invoking its penalties 
in extreme cases. The act is in more danger 
from its friends than from its enemies. 

This reminds one of Gen, Grant’s remark 
that the way to get a Dad law off the statute 
books is to enforce it. It is certain that if 
Pennsylvania zealots cheered by the decision 
of the court begin a crusade against Sunday 
papers, which the community wants, and 
which are an actual if not a legal necessity in 
the estimation of persons accustomed to them, 
the law which interferes with their publication 
will be modified materially. Probably the 
crusaders will listen tothe warningin the 
opinion and refrain from attacks on the inno- 
cent habits and tastes of hundreds of thou- 
sands of citizens. 

lilinoisans who may be seized with a desire 
to enforce obsolete laws should also take no- 
tice of what the Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
says and guide themselves accordingly. A 
law may remain on the statute bocks long 
after it has ceased to represent public senti- 
ment, but it does not stay there long after the 
people see that serious efforts are making to 


enforce it. 


TAXATION OF INCOMES. 

One of the papers which approve the pro- 
posal to impose a tax on incomes in the 
United States says the strongest argument yet 
advanced in its favor is .the fact that Jay 


taxes in New York on only $525,000 of personal 
property, but the paper conveniently omits to 
mention the fact that Jay Gould paid taxes in 
other States on his railroad property, those 
taxes aggregating more than a million dollars 
per year. It is not true that this property was 
exempted from taxation, and it would not 
have been fair to tax any of it twice over while 
not subjecting other property to the same 
percentage burden. Yet the one point that 
seems to commend most strongly the propo- 
sition ‘to those who favor it seems 
to be that it aims to coilect taxes from those 
who do not now pay their share. The movers 
have expressly stated it to be their desire to 
limit the tax to incomes of more than five or 
ten thousand dollars, so it would not be felt 
severely by the masses of the people.” They 
deliberately seek to impose an unjust dis- 
crimination in defiance of the doctrine of 
equality of burdens which is fundamental with 
a republican form of government. 

The argument by analogy that an income 
tax is levied in Great Britain is of no weight, 
for the reason that the conditions of the two 
countries are widely dissimilar. The taxation 
of incomes is resorted to in the British Isles 
because free trade deprives the government of 
fifty to seventy-five million dollars of neces. 
sary revenue which cannot be obtained in any 
other practical way. So the income tax 
there is a dernier ressort,“ and its em- 
ployment does not justify the same measure 
in countries which can raise the required rev- 
enues by less objectionable measures. There 
is the further important fact that personal 
property is not taxed by the British Govern- 
ment. It levies no tax on manufactures, store 
goods, household effects, stocks or bonds in 
industrial companies, moneys in hand or in 
savings banks or out at interest, on notes 
given in payment for purchases, nor on per- 
sonal credits. The British economists hold 
that all such taxes discourage enterprise and 
tend to a reduced employment of labor, be- 
ing therefore against the public good and con- 
trary tosound policy. The British tax the 
rental value of houses and levy only a mere 
fractional, insignificant tax on farming land, 
on town and city lots, or on any unimproved 
real estate. No income tax 18 levied in 
France. The people of that country are hos- 
tile to it and to the imguisitoria] exposure of 
private affairs which its collection would in- 
volve.

A MYSTERIOUS CURE-ALL. 

It will be remembered. that the Women’s 
Committee on Labor Congresses of the 
World's Fair Auxiliary recently resigned in a 
body because it could not agree with Mr. 
Bonney as to the subjects which should be dis- 
cussed and as to the manner in which they 
should be presented. The committee claimed 
to have views on this subject, and a brand 
new panacea for the evils now afflicting the 
laboring classes, and a scheme of reform 
which was bound to cure the ailments of that 
branch of the body politic, It mtimates that 
much ia its itemized statement of grievances, 
but, unfortunately, it does not state what the 
remedy is, It has resigned in a huff and 
given no sign. It has carried its secret to its 
official grave, 

The public now will be curious to know the 
nature of these plans of the Women’s Auxil- 
iary Labor committee which, if adopted, 
would have the effect of satisfying the trades 
unien labor organizations and establishing 
contented relations with society and a har- 
monious modus vivendi. The long report 
gives no inkling of the information for which 
the public is thirsting. If-these ladies have 
invented such a plan, which will work prac- 
tically, what is it? How is this long-felt want 
to be satisfied? 

The public is familiar with the schemes of 
the Socialists, Communists, Anarchists, Fop- 
ulists, trades unionists, free silverists,. and all 
the other ists, but none of them have 
proved acceptable to the majcrity of the 
American people, nor would any of them, 
even if adopted, secure the results anticipated 
by their advocates. They would all prove 
delusive and only make the existing condition 
of things worse instead of better. 
cialist scheme is abhorrent to all lovers of 
personal freedom, as it would entail a mere 
animal condition of servitude like that of the 
horse or ox: or that of the slave and 
the penitentiary convict. The idiotic 
scheme of the Populist is based upon 
dishonesty. It proposes Congress shall 
debase the currency and shinplaster and 
fiat it so that farmers beyond the Mis- 
souri and in the cotton States may 
defraud their creditors and keep their bor- 
rowed property without paying for it. The 
trades unionist scheme appears to be a grand 
labor monopoly for the oppression of the re- 
mainder of the community by overcharges 
and under work, which of necessity would 
be resisted by all elements of society in sheer 
self-defense. The iniquity of this overreach- 
ing selfishness always will be an obstacle in 
the way of its successful application. Even if 
it were enforced, “ organized labor” would 
destroy the ability of its victims to furnish 
employment on such éxorbitant terms, and 
the demand thus would itself down. 

Which way then shell we turn to harmonize 
the existing differeneés and to satisfy the 
growing complaints of labor? In this con- 
tingency comes the Women’s Committee on 
Labor Congresses of the World’s Fair Auxil- 
iary, setting forth that it has a panacea for 
the troubles and discontent of all the indus- 
trial elements, including, we presume, house 
domestics, cooks, chambermaids, seams- 
tresses, typewriters, shop girls, and the whole 
array of the light battalions in the great army 
of labor. Is the panacea to be hidden away 
because the W. C. on L. C. of the W. F. A. 
thinks it has not been fairly treated by Mr. 
Bonney? If it have such a panacea what is it 
and how is it to be administered? If it can 
fairly satisfy the public that it has discovered 
the cure let it do 80. In that case the 
whole public will rise up and _ shout 
to Mr. Bonney its demand that he shall resign 
rather than take the chances of losing the cure- 
all. Mr. Bonney is a man of importance in 
his department and has been an indefatigable 
worker for the success of his pet scheme, the 
Auxiliary, but he is not important enough nor 
indefatigable enough to stand in the way of 
this committee if it has made the discovery it 
intimates. The publie gladly will sacrifice 
Mr. Bonney ana all the other officers of the 
Auxiliary if it can thereby secure the panacea 
for the evijs of society which is locked up in 
the breasts of the W. C. on L. C. of the W. F. 
A. The public is s yearning for it.

ComMENTING on a recent article in Tun 
TRIBUNE recommending the abolition of Ne- 
vada or its-consolidation with Utah, the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal says: 


Whatever may be the merit of Tux Trisune’s 
suggestion, its amusing feature is the sudden dis- 
covery made by our Republican contemporary 
that there is ground for proposing such a sugges- 
tion. The real milk in Tag TRIBUNE'S cocoanut 
is that Nevada at the last election abandoned the 
Republican party. As long as it asked no ques- 
tions and voted the Republican ticket, Nevada, 
in the eyes of the Republicans, was as good a 
State as the best. 


The amusing feature of this comment is 
the ignorance displayed of the fact that Tun 
Trisune has for many years been calling at- 
tention to the decadence of Nevada, and in- 
sisting that it was time the farce of treating it 
as a sovereiyn State, equal in Senatorial voting 
power to New York, Pennsylvania, Lilinois, or 
Ohio, should come to an end. It recommended 
the cutting down ofthis barren fig tree while the 
State was still giving its Electoral votes to Re- 
publican Presidential candidates and was rep- 
resented in the Senate by Republican Sena- 
tors. 

It is not likely that the Courier-Journal will 
favor the wiping-out of Nevada, even though 
its population should dwindle to 500. That 
paper thinks it a crime to lift a hand against 
a “sovereign State, whether it is in armed 
rebellicn against the government, or is in a 
moribund condition, waiting for some one to 
close its eyes and draw a sheet over its face, 
And if it should become convineed that Ne- 
vada was going to remain anti-Republican it 
would denounce a movement to unstate it 
as a sacrilegious attempt to “strike down a 
sovereign State and pluck out a silvery star 
from the American banner,” and other lurid 
remarks to the same effect.

A Cuicaco Representative has drafted 8 bill 
providing for the payment to Aldermen of 
$2,500 yearly. The ingenious author claime 
that if the City Fathers were paid a reasonable 
sum for their services their boodling tenden- 
cies would be decreased. His investigations 
into human nature in Chicago have convinced 
him that $2,500 a year will insure a man 
against temptation, so that if a gang of specu- 
lators come to him with a bribe of $5,000 he 
will refuse it, while, were he receiving only 
$2,000 a year from the city, he would accept 
it with passionate eagerness. If it be true 
that $2,500 a year will be a guarantee ot hon- 
esty every man should be paid that sum and 
dishonesty would be a lost crime. 

There is reason to fear, however, that the 
proposed addition to the income of Aldermen 
would not make them cease from boodling 
but would act like a cocktail and stimulate 
their illegal appetites. If the average Alder- 
man were paid a salary large enough for him 
to live on it without doing any work he would 
immediately abandon his regular business of 


trade and devote himself exclusively to bood- 


ling, in the hope that during one term or two 
at the most he could accumulate a small 
fortune. He would not do an hour’s honest 
work in a week. His time would be spent in 
drafting blackmail or linances, or hunting for 
people who wanted to get franchises and 
were willing to pay for them. 

The way to get honest Aldermen is to elect 
decent, respectable men who are self-support- 
ing and will not have to depend on a salary or 
bribes for their living. Until the voters de- 
cide to elect such men the time of most of the 
Aldermen will be spent in the profitable and 


pleasant pastime of boodling. 


Have Mayor Washburne and his reform 
heutenant, Edward F. Hamilton, already 
tired of their good work in behaif of the city? 
They have been at it but one brief week. 
They have done some good in the matter of 
street cleaning, but there is other good work 
todo, Public improvements have been neg- 
lected, public work has been delayed, public 
interests have been slighted during the year 
and a half of Mr. Washburne’s admizistra- 
tion, especially in connection with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, A little spurt of en- 
ergy for one week will not make up for the 
lost time, and yet it is announced that Mr. 
Washburne will depart today for Washington, 
taking with himé¢wenty-one Aldermen. At the 
same time the announcement is made that 
his much-advertised lieutenant, Hamilton, 
proposes to go on a tour of investigation— 
which, put in plain English, means a junket- 
ing tour--to New York and Boston and other 
Eastern cities, Who is to take up and carry 
on the work of reform in the absence of 
Mayor Washburne and his assistant? Who 
will push the construction of the long neg- 
lected bridges, viaducts, pumping works, 
sewers, and tunnels while the Mayor is absent, 
and who will pay the expenses of the junket- 
ing tour? Is the expenditure of public funds 
in trips of this character in accord with the 
canons of reform laid down by the Acting 
Commissioner of Public Works? If Mr. 
Washburne is to go, his lieutenant should 
remain. If the heutenant is to go he should 
be given a long vacation—a vacation extend- 
ing the whole unexpired time of Mayor Wash- 
burne’s term.

Tux output of the mines of Colorado last 
year is placed at $32,342,571, builion value. 
This includes 26,542,135 ounces of silver, a 
gain of more than 3,000,090 ounces over the 
production of 1891, and 228,234 ounces of gold. 
The large increase in the output of silver 
bullion was mostly due to the phenomenal 
discoveries in such mines as the Amethyst and 
the Mollie Gibson, and in part to the large re- 
serves of ore in the hands of smelters a year 
ago. Three of the best mines in the State are 
at Creede, a place so little known at the close 
of 1891 that only one of the dailies in Den- 
ver knew of its existence even by name. 
Since then its mines have turned out 
5,000,000 ounces. The mines of Colorado 
turned out nearly $5,000,000 worth of 
lead and $609,000 worth of copper in 1892. 
Also metallic zinc is now being produced. 
The Denver Republican says the loss inci- 
dent to the low price of silver has acted as a 
spur to the development of gold properties. 
Scores of gold mines are deing opened up in 
the Cripple Creek region, at the foot of Pike’s 


‘Peak, and the place is now confidently spoken 


of as the greatest gold camp on the face of 
the earth. It is not only the mineral won- 
der of the age, but probably is destined to ex- 
ert an important influence on the world’s 
stock of gold. This development will be cold 
comfort to the many who sought that region 
just a third of a century ago in search of the 
gold, then said to be abundant there, and 
sought it in vain.

Purchase of a Large Tract on the River at 
a Consideration of $509,000. 

Charles A. Chapin of Niles, Mich., has just 
bought nearly 60.000 square feet on the South 
Branch of the river at Market street at about 
$8.50 a square foot. The property was sold 
by the Singer & Talcott Stone company, and 
up to about a year ago was occupied asa 
stone yard. It has a frontage of 221 feet on 
Frauklin street and a dock line of 250 feet. 
The north line of the property is 340 feet, 
while the depth along the south line is 209 
feet. Itis between Congress and Harrison 
streets. Between the property purchased by 
Mr. Chapin and Harrisun street is a triangu- 
lar tract owned by Michael C. -McDon- 
ald. Between the north line and Con- 

ress street is the Butler Bros. Building. 
The Edison company owns an essement in 
a strip ten feet wide extending from the river 
to Market street along the north line. This 
is to be used to connect the new Edison sta- 
tion on the west side of the river at Harrison 
street witb the service wires in the down-town 
district. 

There are no improvements of value on the 
Chapin parchase. It was used as a stone-yard 
up to the time of the formation of the West- 
ern Stone company. It is bought in the pres- 
ent instance as an investment, no prop- 
erty being given as part payment.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILD ERS. 


Fine Block of Stores and Flats Just Com- 
pleted on the West Side. 

George L. Murchie has just completed for 
himeelf, after plans made by Perley Hale, a 
block of three-story and basement store and 
flat buildings, consisting of eleven stores and 


The building is situated on Western avenue, 
near Milwaukee avenue. It has an east front- 
age of 235 feet on Western avenue, also 
frontages on Edbrooke and Pleasant places. 
The Western avenue front is built of buff and 
blue Bedford and variegated Arcadian brown 
stone, with stone sidewalks and prismatic 
lights. Basement and ore fronta are fin- 
ished in red oak, iron, and plate 
giass. There are twenty-six copper 
bays over the store fronts, surmounted 
by towers with slate roofs. The exterior walls 
on side streets are built of best St. Louis 
pressed brick, copper bays, and cornices. ‘lhe 
flats are finished in cherry and hard oil finish 
throughout, with hot and cold water. bath- 
rooms, closets and washstands, electric bells. 
and all other modern improvements. The 
entire block presents a fine appearance and is 
the best in that part of the city. It was erect- 
ed at a cost of $125,000. 

A. F. Hughes is designing plans for a three- 
story and basement apartment building for 
John Murphy to be built at No. 3435 Calumet 
avenue. The fronts will be of buff Bedford 
stone, as will also be the front stairs and 
porch. The front entrance will have a inas- 
sive one-half circle arch. The outside vesti- 
bule, being open, will be wainscoted with 
Italian marbie and have a tile floor of antique 
design. The finish of the building will be of 
red oak throughout of a special design. The 
building when completed will cost $12,500. 

Dixon & Brookes are now completing plans 
and receiving bids for the construction of the 
Hotel Wabash, at the southwest corner of Wa- 
bash avenue and Eda street. for a company 
composed chiefly of physicians, previously re- 
ferred to in these columns. The building 
will oe eight stories high, 131x120 feet. Inthe 
construction of the exterior Bedford stone 
will be used in the first and second stories. and 
above that light-coloured buff brick and terra 
cotta will be used. There will be an elaborate 
entrance from Wabash avenue with mosaic 
fluor and marble and tile wainscot. The in- 
terior will be elaborately finished in hard- 
wood, heated by sieam, and provided with 
passenger elevators. An important feature 
in connection with the building is that it will 


ment in the basement. The cost of the build- 
ing is estimated at $200,000. Construction 
will be commenced as soon as contracts can 
be let. 

James J. Egan is about to receive bids for 
the, masonry and cut stone work in St. Vin- 
cent’s new church to be erected on the North 
Side, as described in these columns some 
time ago. He has also let the cut-stone and 
masonry contract for the construction of W. 
L. Russell's apartment-house at thé northeast 
corner of Fifty-sixth street and Washington 
avenue. The building will be four stories, 
94x150 feet, and will be constructed of pressed 
brick and Bedtord stone. It will cost $200,000. 
He is also commencing plans for the new St. 
Patrick’s Church to be erected in Milwaukee 
at a cost of $35,000. He is also about to take 
bids fur the construction of a new wing to 
Mercy Hospital at the northeast corner of 
Prairie avenue and Twenty-sixth street. It 
will be four stories and basement high, 149.6x 
105 feet. The outer walls will be of Bedford 
stone and Roman tile, while the interior will 
be of slow burning construction. It will be 
provided with elevaturs, heated by steam, and 
will cost about $125,000, 

John S. Thomas is preparing to erect a 
fonr-stury block of apartment-houses at the 
corner of Ellis avenue and Sixtieth street. 
The permit was secured yesterday. The 
structure will have a frontage of 155 feet on 
the avenue and a depth of 61 feet. It will be 
built of pressed brick and terra-cotta, the inter- 
ior being constructed of hard woods. There will 
be twenty-eight suites uf rooms, having mod- 
ern conveniences and improvements. The 
cost will be about $105,009, 

Daniel F. Criily has had plans prepared by 
Flanders & Zimmerman for a four-story 
apartment-house, which he will build on the 
east side of North Franklin street between 
Eugenia and Florimond streets at a cost of 
$50,000. It will front 150 feet with a depth of 
65 feet. and will be constructed «f pressed 
brick and stone. The interiors will be livided 
into twenty-four apartments, and all will be 
nicely finished in hardwood and equipped 
with all the modern appliances. 

Hetherington & Warner have designed for 
I. Baumgartl a four-story and basement store 
and flat building. 52x 100, to be erected at the 
southeast corner of Western avenue and 
Twefth street at a cust of $20,000.

JAY GOULD’S DEFENSE OF HIMSELF. 


An English Report of the “Little Wiz- 
ard’s” Thinking Aloud. 

London Spectator: A contributor to the St. 
James’ Gazette reported Monday the essence 
of some conversations which he held with the 
late Mr. Jay Gould on the deck of an Atlantic 
liner. Circumstances mentioned threw the 
two men intoa position of momentary sym- 
pathy, and the millionaire replied to ques- 
tions, perhaps a little oversearching, with a 
want of reticence greatly at variance with his 
usual habit. 

Tam absolutely the most detested man 
living, and I am not surprised, eaid Mr. 
Gould. There isn’t a man or woman living 
who would do me a good turn to save his own 
life; and why, therefore, should I do any man 
or woman a good turn? I was born and bred 
so low down that I have always been oi the 
rise at every point in my career, and accord. 
ingly every man’s hand that I have come in 
contact with has been against me. 

Again, to give the full force of what he said, 
we must extract verbatim: I cannot re- 
member ever having had a good turn done to 
me. I am not surprised, fur I have had to 
shove down every man 1 have ever met, but, 
equally, why should I help those who have 
been opposed to me? I have made my own 
fortune, and, in doing so, I have had to ruin 
thousands, To de sorry for one fact I sHould 
have to be sorry fur the other. I can’t say I 
am, for the simple reason that any man 
whom I beat is a bigger fool than I am, 
and I hate fools; ana, of course, fvols 
hate me. It is lucky for me and lucky 
for them they are in the majority. But 
why should I like nen who hate me? I don’t 
like being hated naturally, but I can’t help it. 
If I were liked I should know I was 4 fool 
and that thought would break me right up. I 
was born to make money, and to be execrated 
accordingly. I can't help bemg hated any 
more than I can help making money. Every- 
body has had the same chances that I have 
had. Exactly the same crises have ocurred 
during ali our lifetimes. Everybody’s eyes 
have been riveted on the same projects. They 
have thought one thing would happen, and 
they have acted on their opinion. I have 
thought the other thing woula happen, and I 
have acted on my opinion. I should have 
been mad to act against my convictions and 
madder still to try and make the world act 
against theirs. 

Lou can’t do people good turns—they 
won’t let you. I should not listen to them, 
they would not listen to me. Surely we are 

uits, and there should be no ill-feeling. But 
there is, and as they hate me for succeeding, I 
hate them for failing. At any rate, one is as 
rational us the other. If I lost, I dare say I 
should be unreasonable enough to hate them, 
and they would accordingly hate me sooner or 
later. They might try and help me, but 

would not take their ad- 
and accordingly they would drop 
as a fool, and we would 
all be standing in the same hating ratio one 
to another. Men I have neverseen or even heard 
of have gone about with murder in their 
hearts, and if they could have found me 
would have been foola enough to kill me— just 
as if that would have benefited them. It 
surely is as natural for meto hate them as 
for then to hate me. I have gone about for 
years with men paid to protect me. If I did 
not hate every man as cordially as every man 
hates me I should be unhappy, and yet I sup- 
pose] am the most miserable devil in the 
whole world. What a paradise it all is!“ 

We hardly remember a narrative more tru- 
ly tragic; or one that more vividly described 
the feelings ot what used to be called in a 
language now disused a man. 
Mr. Gould. if the St. James' narrative is true, 
was possessed with the demon of money-mak- 
ing—not avarice, but the money-making form 
of ambition—who could not go out of the arena, 
could not help using his marvelous weapon 
of slaughter, yet had all the while to steel 
himself agaiust relics of instinctive pity by 
asserting over and over again, These are all 
my enemies.“

I have just received a clipping from you from 
THe CuicaGco Trisuns of Dec. 30 on How Some 
Missionaries in China Conduct Themselves.” I 
take pleasure in relieving the mind of any brother 
who writes concerning statements of this sort, 
although as they stand in the newspapers we pay 
no attention to them. They generally come from 
government officers, steamship Captains, and ad- 
venturers in the Kast, often men of corrupt lives, 
who seize upon second-hand rumore and who 
take no pains to ascertain their truth or false- 
hood. have no doubt that occasionally there is 
a missionary who takes things too easily, just as 
some ministers in this country may do. As to 
Hongkong it is an English colony and 
the missionaries there are usuall con- 
nected with English society. We aptists 
have no missionaries there. English missiona- 
ries naturally have a closer social connection 
with English society generally than our American 
missionaries do. am, however, certain that 
some of the most earnest workers in the world, 
included Dr. Chalmers of the London Missionary 
Society (son-in-law of Dr. Moffat) is one of the 
most capable missionaries living, and I am sure 
it is true of other workers in Hongkong. Our 
best work is not in these port cities, anyway, but 
in the interior. 

As to missionaries visiting opium palaces at 
Shanghai, | think that an out and out slander. 
It they do, they probably visit them as I did on 
my recent tour of missions, in order to see the 
method of the adversary in these lands. One of 
the most godly men living, who has been residing 
in China on $600 a year—although his board al- 
lowed him $1,200—in order that he may have an- 
other worker sent to China, and who has latel 
laid away his wife as the result of undue self- 
denial, as [ think, accompanied me on this tour 
of inspection. 

The iptimation of this man Gregory that any 
American missionary is in the habit of visiting an 
opium palace for the sake of indulgence iu the 
vile excesses of these places is, I am sure, a state- 
ment made without warrant. At all events if 
such were the case such a missionary would be 
dismissed summarily from the force of any mis- 
sionary society in existence. 

Ihave myself visited within the last two years 
more than three hundred of these foreign mission- 
aries in Japan and China, Burmah and India, 
and 1 deliberately state that, all things consid- 
ered, these missionaries are the most unselfish 
and devoted body of men living—faithfully labor- 
ing forthe moral and spiritual renovation of

Standing of the English Companies. 


The Philadelphia Ledger, in — | of the 
recent embarrassment of anumber of English 
soc iet ies. says: 

The disaster which has visited some of the Lon- 
don so-called building societies’’ points to the 
value of a “little farm well tilled,’ or, for that 
matter, a thousand little farms well tilled, rather 
than a huge concern carelessly or disnonestly 
managed. The English companies, on which so 
much unfavorable comment has mn made 
lately, ate unlike the little home-seekers’ so- 
cieties of Pennsylvania. They are really 
huge banking concerns, with ordinary build- 
ing society features attached, but are 
subject to disastrous “runs on the bank.“ 
They receive deposits, and, in most cases, prom- 
ise to pay on demand. In the cases of recent fail- 
ures in England the run on the bank.“ however, 
appears to be the smallest factor in the problem 
of disaster. for it seems that the funds have had 
runs on them ng before crowds of anxious de- 
positors jammed the paths leading to the bank 
demanding their money. Thousands of poor peo- 
ple have lost their money. and the Christmas sea- 
son to them has been shorn of its usual happi- 
ness. The failure of 400 or 500 societies, such as 
exist in Pennsylvania and New Jersey. would not 
cause more suffering than the one huge London 
company which recently closed its doors 
and this gives an idea of the magnitude of 
the banking business of the Liberator Society. 
The companies in this vicinity are small, aud we 
are thankful for it, their assets running from $10,- 
000 to $300,000—with one omtwo perbaps as high 
as $600,000-—-the average, however, being about 
$80,000 to $90,000. Still, large or small, they can- 
not | mess unless carefully and honestly man- 
aged. 

Milwaukee Associations, 


A Milwaukee real-estate journal says of 
building associations in that city: 


The — and loan association has become a 
most popular form of finance in this city, and in 
all large cities, because of the advantages it 
offers, which are particular to this method of 
savings investment and cannot be found else- 
where. By an easy system of progression the 
member of a building association easily saves a 
portion of his monthly income, which the society 
doubles in amount in an astonishingly short time; 
aud by so doing becomes the good servant, who, 
as mentioned in the parable, returned two meas- 
ures to the master for one received. To 
the member of a building society 
with every return of pay day is brought the 
thought of paying the association dues, which 
are cared for as a matter of course, and as one of 
the necessities required to make home a comfort. 

One may realize something of the coming power 
of money in a well regulated building and loan 
association as compar d with the ordinary 7 per 
cent loan. by the following comparative illustra- 
tion: $1.000 loaned at 7 per cent simple interest 
earns $700 in ten years; $1, deposited with a 
building and loan society, earning 1% per cent, 
compounded monthly. earns $2,642.36 in ten years, 
and the result of inquiry shows that our local so- 
cieties are earning at least that rate of percentage 
for their members. 


Building Association Exchange Formed. 


The Lorraine and American Building Asso- 
ciations of Cincinnati will extend an invita- 
tion to all the leading associations in the east 
end of the city for the formation of a Byildmg 
Association Exchadge. As the American has 
an office for which no rent will be charged, 
and Mr. Juergers will offer his services gratis 
for the first year. no expense will be attached 
to the exchange that the associations joining 
will have to bear on account of any benefit 
derived therefrom. The idea of the exchange 
is not an institu.ion of great expense, but a 
place of meet where borrowers may come 
at any time of the day and get all the neces- 
sary information in regard to a loan on their 
property and which association to go to for 
the accommodation. 

The following was included in a recent re- 
view of last year among Hamilton County, 
O., building societies: 

During the last year building associations of 
this county have been very successful. Few new 
associations have been incorporated and a few of 
the old-timers have wound up their affairs. Some 
associations have lost a little money on property 
they were compelled to buy in at Sheriff's sale. 
Taken all together, however, this has been 
& prosperous year. If it was not for the 
Kuehnert trouble there would have been little 
scandal among building associations. Most asso- 
ciations report an increase of shares, which means 
increased assets. The nickel-stamp system, 
which was introduced at the beginning of the 
year, has not grown rapidly, asit takes time to 
educate children to save their nickels. The hard 
raps given to the Appraising committee have had 
the effect of making some of the associations 
more carefulin appraising property, and next 
year there will be less fureclosure saits than there 
were during the last year.

customers were astonished that he should 
demand a price of $30 or $40 for a small etching 
by Whistler, Meyron, or Hayden, until now it has 
been found necessary to estabiish the branch 
store in the city, which he has conducted dur- 
ing the last three months, and the Meyrons, 
Whistlers, and Haydens are eagerly sought after.

‘STREET RAILROAD SEOURITIES 
MAE MARKED ADYAWOES. 
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Bankers Favor Making Saturday After- 
noons Legal Holidays—Continuation of 
the Speculative Excitement in the Pro- 
vision Market—Grain Moderately Act- 
ive, bat a Little Easter at the Close as 
Compared with Friday's Latest Prices 
Commercial and Financial Notes. 


The street railway stocks were exceedingly 
strong yesterday. North Side stock sold ex divi- 
dend, but the entire loss of the dividend, amount- 
ing to 2%, was recovered and the stock closed 
higher than it closed Friday. It was noticeable 
that almost all the transactions were for the ac- 
count. West Side stock was quite as strong as 
North Side although it was less active. The 
stock advanced to 716 and closed at that figure. 
The buying of North Side was understood to be 
by a small clique of insiders. There was some 
talk on the floor about the transactions not fairly 
representing the situation in the market, but 
there seems to be not much reason for that state- 
ment. Any one could sell stock at the quoted 
price, and bids for it were open and freely made. 
Without doubt the public is beginning to take a 
little interest in the market again, and it is not 
unlikely that Monday's trading may carry the 
boom still further, Several Philadelphia gentle- 
man, who have been prominent operators in the 
street railroad stocks, will arrive here today, and 
their advent has frequently been accompanied by 
some display of fireworks inthe market. It is 
the boast of a number of Philadelphians that 
they always make their expenses to Chicago out 
of operations in the street railway stocks. 

The breweries were particularly weak at the 
opening. Milwaukee and Chicago common sold 
at 32%, but quickly recovered. The stock ad- 
vanced to 33%, and there was a fair demand a 
little under that quotation. People interested in 
the local brewery stocks are not in the least exer- 
cised about the St. Louis war. Attention is 
called to the fact that although the war raged 
here for nine months there was nocut in prices at 
other points, even as close as Milwaukee. The 
war in prices that has been started in St. Louis 
has not for its object the extending of the terri- 
tory of the St. Louis brewers, but the division of 
the territory between the various breweries.

“Not a desirable Christmas present,“ re- 
marked Thomas Davis of Arizona to a San 
Francisco Chronicle reporter, showing a tele- 
gram announcing the burning of 400 tons of 
hay, a large warehouse, and a lot of farm ma- 
chinery. Mr. Dayis is the owner of the largest 
cultivated farm in Arizona, comprising over 
2,000 acres in fruits, grain, and alfalfa.

„hen I tell you that three years ago the 
Kenilworth ranch in Pinal County, A. T., was 
a desert waste, fit for nothing but jack-rab- 
bits to live on.

Irrigation has been car- 
ried on during the last eight years to an ex- 
tent heretofore unknown in the history of this 
or any other country, $6,000,000 having been 
spem in that time to redeem hundreds of 
thousands of acres.

A petition is being circulated among the Chi- 
cago banks and their patrons favoring the pas- 
sage ofa law by the State Legislature making 
Saturday afternoons legal half holidays. The 
proposed bill asks that in addition tothe already 
established holidays it be declared that from 12 
o'clock noon to midnight of every Saturday shall 
also he considered a holiday. Bankers appear to 
be unanimously in favor of this action.

PROVISION LON GS SELL FREELY. 
Outsiders Are Good Buyers, and the Price 
Again Advances—Grain Easy, 

There was renewed excitement in the provision 
pit at the opening yesterday. The advices from 
the Yards showed that the receipts of hogs were 
again light and that prices were up 15@20c, Then 
it seemed as if most “of the commission houses 
were loaded with buying orders from outsiders— 
outsiders who would not buy pork when it was 
it at $15.00 or 
better. An early disposition on the part of some 
of the leading longs to sell everything induced 
sales by small holders, and a cent break 
in pork was one of the evidences of the nervous- 
ness of the market. An attempt on the part of 
some of the shorts to get in on the decline started 
prices up again, and early figures were passed on 
the late advance. The close was well up to the 
top prices of the day. Outside markets were 
strong and higher and cables showed further ad- 
vances at Liverpool. Wright and Cudahy were 
the best sellers.

G-nerally upon the quiet Saturday after- 
noon, or Great Sabbath, there is a love feast. 
In Bethlehem. bie the evening of the Great 
Sabbath, the exquisite performances by the 
choir, “‘ Jesus Bowed His Head, takes place; 
none of the smaller villages attempt this com- 
position, as it requires more than ordinary 
musical skill. Very early in the morning it 
has been an old custcm to go around the vil- 
lage and awaken the sleeping inhabitants by 
an Easter morning chorale, performed on the 
trombones. This one of those incidents of 
Easter which impart to its celebration 
its old and essentially Moravian feat- 
ure. The early morning service is still 
retained, after which a procession to 
the graveyard takes place, always in time to 
meet the rising sun. Here the trombones per- 
form their part with marked effect, and con- 
tribute not a little to the beauty of the cere- 
monial. The locality of the Nazareth ceme- 
tery is peculiarly interesting, and for the serv- 
ices of Easter morning there can be no place 
more fitting. Picturesque in all its parts, a

Gen, Sutter’s last years 
were passed in Lititz, he is buried in the 
same grave with wife in

tery. The people o Lititz are 
proud of their town, and point with pleasure 
to many interesting events in its history.

Lititz pretzels are at time 
shipped in large quantities to Chicago, St. 
Louis, and other Western citles, Lititz dur- 
ing the Revolution saw many a stirring event. 
In April, 1778. Gen. Washington commanded 
the people to leave the town, and converted 
it into a hospital for the sick and wounded of 
his army. In a field just east of the town 100 
of Washington’s soldiers are buried, they hav- 
ing died of camp fever at that time. 

One cannot well takeleave of the Moravians 
without a glance at their origin. The de- 
scendants of the followers of Huss and 
Jerome of Prague, the Moravians, driven 
like chaff before the wind, for three centuries 
endured persecutions as bitteras they were 
unrelenting, but with the birth of Zinzendorf 
in 1700 the hour of their deliverance struck. 
Descended from an Austrian family of high 
antiquity, Zinzendorf was one of the greatest 
men of his time, combining in rare degree 
the qualities of the statesman, the adminis- 
trator. the poet, the preacher, and the mission- 
ary. From earliest childhood he was distin- 
guished for his piety and religious zeal, and 
though carefully educated and with a brilliant 
public career at his command, when in 1722 
a small band of Moravians, fleemg from Bo- 
hemia, found refuge on his estates at Berthels- 
dorf, he saw in their coming the hand of God 
and in the friendless fugitives “ a parish des- 
tined for him from eternity.“ Thereafter 
and until his death he was the wise leader and 
loving guardian of the Moravians. Under the 
direction of Zinzendorf the faith, ecclesiasti- 


cal constitution, social relations, and habits of 


the Moravians took definite form. He was 
ordained a Bishop of the Moravian Church 
in 1737, and before his death his followers 
had established missions and carried their 
faith to all parts of the world. Zinzendorf 
was a marvel of tireless endeavor, traveling 
constantly and writing and preaching almost 
without cessation. His missionary zeal was 
absorbing and persistent, and he was never

It was the first 
settlement in that portion of Pennsylvania.

from Europe, speedily became the scene of 
great activity. From Bethlehem went out 
missionaries to the Indians and to the scat- 
tered settlers along the Atlantic coast from 
Maire to the Carolinas. Thriving mercantile 
and manufacturing enterprises were set on 
foot; the settlement soon contained skilled 
operatives in almost every trade that could 
be mentioned, and during the Revolutionary 


period Bethlehem became one of the most im- 


portant manufacturing centers on the conti- 
dent. The surrounding country depended on 

Bethlehem for supplies, and during the Revo- 
lution its shops and factories rendered invalu- 
able aid to the patriot cause. 

Previous to 1844. trade. agriculture, and 
Manufacture were regulated by the church 
council, which conducted the hotels and main- 
tained a careful supervision over all public 
musements, and no one who did not ac- 
Knowledge allegiance to the Moravian faith 
Could hold property in the town.

Although this type 
of the Sister is not to be found in Beth- 
lehem and Nazareth at this day, yet it is said 
to be frequent in all the European communi- 
ties of the Moravians, and but little modified 
by the influences of surrounding society. 
After Bethlehem the most important Mora- 
vian villages in America are Nazareth and 
Lititz. Nazareth, to which allusion has al- 
ready been made, is in Northampton County, 
Pennsylvania, not far from Bethlehem, and is 
one of the quaintest towns imaginable. 
Perched high among the mountains, its old- 
fashioned houses, well shaded streets, and 
slow moving people seem to belong to another 
world. The founding of Nazareth antedated 
that of Bethlehem. In 1740 Whitefield, the 
great field preacher, bought the land upon 
which the town stands, proposing to build in the 
wilderness of Pennsylvania an orphanage for 
colored children. In the erection of the build- 
ings included in hia project Whitefield had re- 
course to the Moravian craftsmen who a short 
time before had fled from Georgia to Penn- 
sylvania. Whitefield and his Moravian work- 
men soon quarreled over religious matters, 
and the former’s funds becoming exhausted 
about that time, his landed holdings were 
purchased by Spangenberg, the Moravian 
bishop, and after Zinzendorf the most heroic 
figure in Moravian history. Spangenberg at 
once took up his residence in the new settle- 
ment, which was given the name of Nazareth, 
and for many years directed its affairs with 
vigor and wisdom. 
he“ economy plan was followed at the 
outset, and the Nazareth colony prospered 
from the first. The economy of Nazareth” 
was dissolved in 1764, and in 1771 the 
Town of Nazareth was laid out, In 
1858, the town was incorporated into a bor- 
ough.

That the Guide Books Omit. 

New York Sun: Europe is full of all sorts 
of devices for endangering and undermining 
the health of travelers. The big buildings, 
churches, palaces, and the like, where the huge 
inclosure keeps the temperature of the air at 
the same cool level all the year round, have 
caused sickness and deaths without number. 
For travelers coming into them from the heat 
of the summer day without do not think that 
this agreeable coolness means a sudden and 
unheaithful reduction of the temperature of 
the body until a chill or a succession of 
sneezes tells them that the mischief is done, 

But there is one place which 1s responsible 
for more sickness than an * of large 
buildings. The glaciers at Grind wald, espe- 
ciaily the large upper glacier, is this danger- 
ladeu spot. Nearly. every one who goes to 
Switzerland, and means nearly every one 
who travels in Europe, goes to see the glaciers 
at Grindelwald, although tew, indeed, do not 
regret having gone because the difficulties and 
dangers are but slightly repaid by the rather 
disappointing scenic effects. And nearly all 
who go carry away with them a cold which 
may pass away, and again may make them 
linger in bed at Interlaken to curse the day 
1 vestoced to Grindelwald. 

glacier is an hour’s walk or horseback 
ride up a steep and wind mountain road, 
narrowly shut in because of the encroaching 
mountain farms on either side. If you have 
gone horseback they set you down at a 
mountain ina with a little pavilion overiook- 
ing the valley of the glacier, with its vistas of 
perfect Swiss scenery. Then one goes through 
a gate and walks down a winding road, arched 
with trees, crosses a stony valley, through the 
midst of which rushes a clear, pure, ice-cold 
stream, fresh from the baseof the glacier 
which the summer sun is melting. The gla- 
cier is before you, chilling the air which was 
of summer heat a few yards away. 

You must have walked down to it because 
there is no other way, and you are therefore 
heated. You stand near the glacier and in- 
stantly you are cool. Perhaps you go into the 
ice cavern, for the wonderful colors of the 
hewn ice are tempting. Ice water is dripping 
upon you and your feet are soon soaked from 
the wet boards underneath You go out and 
start away, and before you have again reached 
the little gate near the inn you find that you 
have the worst cold you ever had in your life. 
It you are over susceptible you will have chills 
and fever, 1 

But it is not necessary to go down to the 
glacier. You may have heard of these perils. 
So you decide to view it from afar. You sit 
in the little pavilion with the superb pano- 
rama before, above, and beneath you, with 
the long, striated back ef the serpent-like 
glacier and the stream gushing from its icy 
— as the central point of your landscape. 

ou order something to eat and à bottle of 
wine, and lifeseems to be an extraordinarily 
good thing. For all around you is 
summer, hot, intense, luxuriant, while 
above you down in the valley there is 
winter, éternal winter of snow ice. But 
as you sit enjoying, reveling even, 
blissfully unconscious of danger, you begin 
to feel an icy chill, gentle and pleasing at 
tirst, but gradually increasing until you look 
about for furs, and then take to flight with a 
bad cold, pushing surfaceward within you, as 
a memento of the glaciers. Off that huge river 

of ice blows a wind that is always win- 
try, that is felt in its full intensity a mile 
away through the heat of the hottest summer 
day. You may escape the wiles of the score 
of curiv venders urging you to take away a 
carving or something of that kind as a me- 
mento of GrindelWald’s glaciers. But the 
chances are that you will not escape that un- 
pleasant or perhaps dangerous little meniento 
in the shape of acold which the glacier will 
force upon jou.

French company has secured a concession 
for a line from Beyrout to Damascus and has 

ready begun operations for the construction 
of a narrow gauge road. An English syndic- 
ate is now building a railway froin Haifa to 
Damascys, and this will be the most impor- 
tant section of the system. The distance 
as surveyed is about seventy-five miles. 
Starting from Haifa, with a short 
eight-imile branch round the famous 
Bay of Aere to Akka, this road will 

n aloog the northern base of the long ele- 
vated range of Carmel; thence to the Plain of 
Esdraelon, and, proceeding northeasterly the 
valléy east ef Nazareth, and passing the Vil- 
lages of Nein, Jezreel, and Beisan. It is quite 
probable that a branch will be run to Naza- 
reth, which is a favorite resort of pilgrims. 
Leaving Mount Tabor it, will traverse the 
Plain vf Butthauf and cross the River Jordan 
on a trestle near the point known as Maja- 
meh, the Bridge of Meeting, where the Little 
Jordan joins greater river. The 
line. will here skirt the southern 
shore of the Sea of Galilee for a 
brief distance and then run almost without a 
curve along the western border of the famous 
wheat regivn, called in Bible times the Plains 
of Bashan and now known as the Hauran, to

the southern gate of Damascus. It will be 
about 120 miles long and must prove of the 
greatest advantage to the commercial and ag- 
ricultural interests of the country, opening 
these vast wheat fields to the markets of the 
gen board and develop a section of Syria rich 
in mines and in grain, cotton, wool, silk, 
aloes, and tropical fruits, and which only 
awaits such an enterprise to become an im- 
portant factor in the food supply of the East. 

The cost of this Damascus road will be 
about 810,000,000. As a supplement to this 
new road and a prospective feeder both to it 
and to the Beyrout line a Belgian company is 
pushing work ona road from Damascus a 

istance of seventy-five miles into the heart of 
the grain district of the Hauran. These roads 
will ultimately be extended to the Valley of 
the Euphrates, and thus before the century 
dies civilization and commerce will have 

ushed their resistless way into that mystical 
and so long neglected as to be well-nigh for- 
gotten and which is believed to have been the 
cradle of the human race. 

But there is still another part of the Holy 
Land, further south than any yet mentioned, 
where the pick-ax of the navvy and the ham- 
mer of the iron-worker are waking the echoes 
of the historic hills and vales.

One recalls the 
poetical. idea of Matthew Arnold, who 
pictures the East. as a sage holda- 
ing himself superior to the young 
and bustling West and who, tired of the rush 
and roar of the tempest that comes to disturb 
his peace, from that quarter, shuts his ears and 
with bowed head returns to his contemplative 
mood.

Well, 
he went into the store, and when he found a 
ring that pleased bim—which happened to be 
the same ring that was shown me-—he took 
his handkerchief from his pocket, as we had 
agreed upon, and I walked in like a little 
man. My friend asked me if that ring suited 
me. I took it and gave the guarantee and the 
serpent ring in exchange for it. The clerk 
made a terrible rumpus, but I was desperate 
and could not de bluffed off.’ So here I have 
a ring which is cheap for $100. There are 
plenty of people beitig swindled the same way 
every day, but if they will only insist on their 
rights they will come out all right in the end, 
but I would advise them to buy of « house 
that does not resort to tricks of that sort.“ 


Armed Cruisers on the Lakes. 


Whatever the real character and fighting pos- 
sibilities of Canada’s three new revenue or fishery- 
protection cruisers, the Curlew, the Constance. 
and the Petrel, the course open to our govern- 
ment is clear, Any armament lawful for Domin- 
ion vessels of that class under-the treaty of 1817 
must. of course, be lawful for ours. The Treas- 
ury Department has long been anxious to put 
faster and more efficient revenue cutters on the 
great lakes as well as on the Pacific coast. The 
present opportunity should be accepted for that 
purpose. /ongress has now before it, we believe, 

ills for constructing two such vessels for lake 
service. There is no treaty regulation about 
speed, and if they should be made faster than the 
new Canadian vossels, and as well armed, it 
would be a matter of small consequence to us 
whether the latter are gunboats in disguise or 
not. Our lake merchant marine, too, should 
incomparably superior to Canada’s in furnishing 
auxiliary cruisers that could carry rapid-fire 
guns in case of need; while so long as the treaty 
of 117 exists and is respected, the scores of 
British gunboats and torpedo-boats that might 
enter the Great Lakes through the St. Lawrence 
and the Dominion canals must stay out.—New 
York Times.
